GYANG-TSE, Tibet, May 3.—A report 
just brought by a mounted infantry dis- 
patch rider says that the further side of 
the Karo Pass, on the direct \road to 
Lhasa, is strongly held by the Tibetans, 
some of whom were drawn from the late 
garrison of Gyang-tse fort. 

Our reconnoitring party, after crossing 
the summit of the pass and descending a 
short way, saw the road barred by a 
wall, and suddenly a heavy fire from 
jingals and European rifles was opened, 
bullets striking the ground all round, but 
causing no casualties. 

The number of Tibetans is estimated 
at 1,500 and their position may threaten 
our line of communication with Khang- 


Our men made no reply to the Tibetans 
except two or three shots to keep down 
the enemy’s fire during the retirement. 

This action on the part of the Tibet- 
ans finally disposes of the possibility of 
any useful purpose being served by the 
visit of the Amban, from whom Col. 
Younghusband has received no further 
communication. It suggests, indeed, that 
the only object of the visit is to gain fur- 
ther time for the defense of the Lhasa 
road and probably for the arrival of ex- 
pected Russian help.

But Will Not Bind Party 
Against: Revision. 


CAREFUL ON. TRUST PLANK 


Distranchisement of Negroes to be 
Denounced—Senator Lodge Has 
_ Sketched” the Platform Out. 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—The platform to 
be adopted by the Republican National 
Convention has been anxiously discussed 
at conferences which have taken place re- 
cently at the White House, in committee 
rooms at the Capitol, and at different resi- 
dences where a number of Republicans 
have assembled. 

Senator Lodge, who ‘s slated for Chair- 
man of the Committee on Resolutions at 
the convention, has prepared preliminary 
sketches of various topics that he thinks 
should be treated and has submitted them 
to Senators and others for their approval or 
suggestion as to amendment. Before the 
convention meets a complete platform will 
probably be prepared which will have the 
approval of the President. 

The principal feature of the platform will 
be the tariff plank, which will declare in 
the strongest terms the adherence of the 
Republican Party to the principles of pro- 
tection, but will not bind the party not to 
revise the tariff. It will say that the party 
is not committed to any schedule, but that 
changes should be made only when changed 
conditions of business or the Treasury 
wender it necessary or advisable. 

Persons present at the recent conferences 
ay it has already been agreed that the 

riff will be revised in the Fifty-ninth Con- 
gress if the Republicans win in November. 

There is a determination to make the 
platform as brief as possible. Consequent- 
ly the indorsement of the Administration 
and the acts of the party will be put in 
compact form. This indorsement will be a 
general approval of the course of the Presi- 
dent and of the actions of the Republicans 
in Congress. 

The plank concerning trusts, in effect, 
will declare that the laws for the regula- 
tion of monopolies and the restraint of con- 
spiracy against commerce were enacted by 
the ‘Republicans and that these laws have 
been enforced only by a Republican Ad- 
ministration. It also will say that it is not 
the policy or intention af the Republican 
Party to assail legitimate industry and 
business or to infringe on the rights of 
persons or property. Special attention will 
be devoted to the phraseology of this plank. 
Some difficulty has been experienced in 
finding the proper wording for a reciproc- 
ity suggestion. Nearly aH the Senators 
who. have attended the recent conferences 
have eontributed their share toward 1 keep- 
ing the reciprocity tréfties negotiated by 
the MeKinley Administration closely con- 
fined in committee pigeonholes. Reciproc- 
ity has not been popular in Congress, and 
it wes with great effort 
legislation was passed.

Mysterious Disappearance of $100,000 : 


Raised Years Ago.

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Present agita- 
tion for the erection in this city of a mony

Would Not Take Vice Presidential Nom- 
ination Under Any Circumstances. 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—‘‘ Even at the 
risk of being accused of declining that 
which I probably could not get, if I desired 
it, I answer most unequivocally that if 
the nomination were tendered to me I 
would not accept it under any circum- 
stances whatever.” 

Thus strongly did Speaker Cannon speak 
to a reporter to-day, and added: 

“If there, is any language which can be 
more decisive write it in. I have been for 
almost thirty years a member of the Na- 
tional House of Representatives. I may 
say my. lifework has been in connection 
with the legislation in the House. I have 
been nominated by the Republicans of the 
Congressional district in which I reside, 
and have accepted the nomination. I have 
every reason to hope,;I shall be re-elected.”

Che-Foo Despatch to London 
Says Russians Retreated. 


LONDON DOUBTS REPORTS 


Successful Attack on Railway Would 
Isotate Port Arthur—Russians 
Thought Niu-Chwang 
impregnable. 


LONDON, May 4.—The Che-Foo corre- 
spondent of The Daily Chronicle cables 
the following under yesterday’s (Tues- 
day’s) date: 

“The Japanese landed troops and at- 
tacked and captured Niu-Chwang iast 
evening, the Russians falling back to 

! protect the railway.” 

| The Daily Chronicle’s report of the 
capture of Niu-Chwang is not confirmed 
from any quarter, and it is hardly likely 
it is true, as the news could scarcely 
have reached Che-Foo. The official dis- 
patch from Lieut. Gen. Sakharoff, how- 

| ever, seems to indicate that the Japanese 

| are directing their.attention to this point. 


By an advance southward from Niu- 
Chwang the Japanese can attack the Rus- 
sian railway, and, if successful, can isolate 
Port Arthur. 

At the beginning of the war Niu-Chwang 
was practically undefended, but recently 


the ‘Russians have been making great ef- 

forts to render the place able to withstand 

an attack. On April 9 it was announced 

that 2,000 Russian artillery and sixty guns 
{ had arrived at Niu-Chwang. At the same 
time Russian officers were quoted as say- 
ing that the Japanese ‘had lost ‘their 
chance of occupying Niu-Chwang, where 
the defenses were amply sufficient to re- 
} Pulse attacks. 
j In spite of the Russian authorities’ pro- 

fessions of confidence recent events at Niu- 
Chwang have shown that the troops there 
have been in a panicky condition. - Chinese 
junks have been sent to the bottom, being 
mistaken for Japanese landing parties, and 
the sighting on April 11 of a steamship at 
thg ymouth of the Liao-Ho was followed by 
man? shots from the shore.

VIENNA, May 3.—According to a Jew- 
ish journal published in Lemberg, Ga- 
licia, anti-Jewish excesses took place last 
Saturday at Bender, in Bessarabia. 

While the greater part of the Jewish 
community was assembled in the. syna- 
gogue a mob of ruffians attacked the 
Jewish quarter, killing three men and

plundered and the windows of Jewish 
houses were broken. 

The mob, which was incited to violence 
by the cry that the Jews and England 
and America brought on the Russo-Jap- 
anese war in revenge for the Kishineff 
massacre, was too numerous to be dis- 
persed by the police force, and it was 
not until a company of Cossacks had 
been called out and ordered to use fire- 
arms that the riot was quelled. 


RECEIVED 2,300 VOLTS, LIVES. 


Man’s Fellow-Workman Shocked with 
600 Voits Is Dead. 


SCHENECTADY, N, Y., May 3.—William 
Jones, assistant foreman of Shop No. 16 of 
the General Electric Works here, to-day 
received a charge amounting to 2,300 volts, 
when the coils of an armature grounded. 
He was removed to the hospital, where he 
recovered. 

Jesse’ Resseguir, aged twenty-six years, 
also employed at the General WBlectric 
Works, received 600 volts while working 
this evening on one of the “ electric mules,” 
to be tested for use on the canals of the 
State shortly. He died after being removed 
to the hospital.

‘But I've 
had enough now. I've walked or ridden on 
freights all over New York State, and three 
weeks ago cratyled on to a brake beam for 
a trip to Chelsea.

PITTSBURG FEEDS CHICAGO. 


Bread Needed on Account of 
Bakers’ Strike.

‘CHICAGO, May 3.—Thirty-five thousand 
Chicago families were supplied, with bread 
to-day by bakers in Pittsburg. The strike 
affected the local market to such an extent 
that the large importation was necessary. 

Milwaukee and St. Louis baking concerns 
refused to ship bread to Chicago because of 
fear of a sympathetic strike of bakers in 
those cities. The nine bakeries affected by 
the strike are turning out fully 75 per cent. 
of the usual product to-day—a considerable 
gain over the output of yesterday—and are 
expected to yield the customary output 
within a few days. 7

CAPITOL EXTENSION DECIDED. 


Commission Will Recommend the Wal- 
ter Plan of 1865,

WASHINGTON, May 3.—The members of 
the commission created at the recent ses- 
sion of Congress to consider plans for the 
extension of the Capitol Building have de- 
cided to recommend the Walter plan of 1865 
instead of the plan of the same architect 
of 1874. 

The plan of 1865 provides for the exten- 
sion of the centre building but does not ex- 
tend that portion of it in which is located 
the Supreme Court Chamber and Statuary 
Hall, the former having been the Senate 
Chamber and the latter the hall of the 
House. 

The portion of the old building that will 
not be extended will be faced with white 
marble to correspond with the front of 
the entire building. The report of the com- 
mission and of any proposed changes in the 
original plan, if any are determined upon, 
will be made to gst Shs hore next December.

3,000 MEN KILLED 
IN YALU BATTLE 


Perhaps 4,000, Says Kuro- 
patkin’s Report. 


HAVOC ON BOTH SIDES 


Blames Gen. Sassulitch for the Dis- 
aster of Sunday. 


GALLANTRY OF THE JAPANESE 


Made Continual Bayonet At- 
tacks Under Russian Fire— 
Why Czar’s Troops Were 
Obliged to Abanden 
Their Guns. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 3.—In a re- 
port received by the: Emperor from Gen. 
Kuropatkin, under to-day’s date, it is . 
stated that at least from 3,000 to 4,000 
men were killed in the Yalu River battle. 


‘Gen. Sassulitch’s report, dated to-day, 
on the fight of May 1 says that the bat- 
tle was fought under the following cir- 
cumstances: 

“The Twelfth and Tyenty-second Reg- 
iments and.the Second and Third Bat- 
teries of the Sixth Brigade of Artillery 
were engaged in the battle, which began 
with heavy cannonading of our, right 
flank by siege guns at Wi-ju and field 
batteries in the distance. 

“ After a lull the fighting was resumed 
with extraordinary violence against the 
left flank of our majn position at Tu- 
renchen and our position at Potietinsky. 

A fusillade was also begun by small par- 
ties of Japanese across the Ai River. 

“The situation of the defenders’ posi- 
tion became increasingly difficult, espe- 
cially at Potietinsky, which was bom- 
berded on the front and on both flanks. 

“Thirty Japanese guns were pitted 

against our battery at Potietinsky, 
jwhich, after having silencéd the’ cetteneppsconsenlal 
mountain battery, directed its fire on the i : 
Japanese infantry and sustained few 
losses so long as it was not obliged to 


take up another position owing to the 

withdrawal of our infantry from the 

bank. \ 
Japanese Used Bayonets. 

“The Japanese, under our fire, made 
continual bayonet attacks on our troops. 

“ Japanese bodies lay in heaps at the 
river fords. 

“Simultaneously with the attack at 
Potietinsky an attack was being made 
on our left flank at Turenchen, and the 
Russian trenches had to be abandoned 
under the Japanese enfilading fire. Our 
reserves several times mingled with the 
first line, thus enabling it for a long time 
: to maintain its position. 

“Finally all of the 
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ing to the great distance from our main 
reserves it was impossible for them to 
reach the advanced force in time, and 
our men retired from the principal posi- 
tion to another position in the rear of 
Turenchen, followed by the concentrated 
fire of the Japanese, who could not make 
up their minds to descend from the crest 
they occupied and face the fire of our 
batteries. They dug fresh trenches and 
opened a heavy artillery fire on our new 
position and began to turn our left.flank 
toward Chin-Gow. ‘ 

“Two battalions of the Eleventh Regi- 
ment and the Third Battery of the Third 
Brigade of Artillery, belonging to the 
main reserve, were ordered to Lao-fun- 
Hov. They occupied a position with a 
double firing line, thus permitting our 
advanced line, which had suffered heavy- 
ily. and our wounded, to retire. 

“A battalion of the Eleventh Regi- 
ment, both flanks of which were repeat- 
edly turned by the enemy, advanced 
with fixed bayonets, preceded by 
buglers, to clear a passage. The Japa- 
nese, however, declined a hand-to-hand 
conflict and recoiled. 

“In front of the regiment a Chaplain 
bearing a cross was struck by two bul- 
lets. 

“It was only by advancing on the Jap- 
anese with the bayonet that the Seventh 
(?) Regiment was able to retire. 

“On the arrival of the battalion of the 
Tenth Regiment all the troops were able 
to beat a retreat. 

Many Officers Killed. 


“The losses of the Eleventh and 
Twelfth Regiments weye very great, but 
they are not yet exactly known. In the 
Eleventh the killed included Col. Laming 
and Lieut. Cols. Dometti and Raievsky. 
The Twelfth lost nine company com- 
manders killed or wounded. 

“The Second and Third’ Batteries of 
the Sixth Brigade, having lost the great- 
er number of their men and horses, were 
compelled to abandon their guns, after 
rendering them useless. For the same 
reason six guns ofghe Third Battery (7?) 
of the Third Brfgade of Artillery and 
eight poulemetts, which could not be 
brought away, were also disabled. The

Difficult to Move Wounded. 


“The transportation of the wounded 
by hired'Chinese bearers to Feng-wang- 
Cheng was very difficult. Two-wheeled 
carts and horses lent by the cavalry were 
also utilized for this purpose. Most of the 
wounded, however, arrived on foot, as- 
sisted by their comrades, and refiched 
Feng-wang-Cheng within twenty-four 
hours. 

“ Lieut. Gen, Sassulitch declares that 
the troops retained their morale notwith- 
standing the heavy losses and are ready 
for fresh engagements. 

“The Japanese losses were very heavy 
at the passage of the Ai River, at their 
position at Turenchen, and on the hill oc- 
cupied by the two battalions of the 
sleventh Regiment. 

“ According to the statements of par- 
ticipants in the battle at least 3,000 to 
4,000 were killed.” 

It is now admitted here that both Gens. 
Sassulitch and Kashtalinsky were wound- 
ed and that twenty-seven guns were 
captured by the Japanese, 

Gen. Sassulitch Blamed. 

As Is well understood here, Gen. Kuro- 
patkin’s programme did not contemplate 
such resistance to the Japanese advanze. 
It is said, moreover, that Kuropatkin 
himself was so surprised and chagrined 
over the miscarriage of his plans that he 
sent his first telegram to the General 
Staff and not direct to the Emperor. 

The understanding here is that Gen. 
Sassulitch had specific orders to avoid 
anything like a general engagement, and 
it is believed that he underestimated the 
strength of Gen. Kuroki’s artillery, be- 
ing in entire ignorance that 4.7-inch 
guns had been posted. 

The General Staff asserts that Gen. 
Sassulitch’s mission was only to observe 
and harass, but not to impede the Jap- 
anese. “It is like Gen. Kuroki’s luck that 
Gen, Sassulitch should be such a head- 
strong commander,” said an officer. 


PARIS, May 4.—The St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent of the Echo de Paris says that 
Gen. Kuropatkin in telegraphing to the 
Emperor blames Lieut. Gen. Sassulitch’s 
obstinacy in refusing to retreat in time 
despite the orders he received. 

The Japanese artillery, the correspondent 
says, included eighteen siege guns which 
were brought from Yokohama on gunboats 
and lended on the Korean bank of the 
Yalu. The long range of these guns enabled 
the Japanese to silence the Russian batter- 
ies on the opposite bank. 


LONDON, May 4.—A _ special dispatch 
from St. Petersburg asserts that Lieut. 
Jen. Sassulitch fell into an ambuscade, 
owing to the Japanese intercepting a tele- 
gram from Ken. Kuropatkin. 


ANOTHER RUSSIAN DEFEAT. 


Czar’s Troops Surrendered After a 
Stubborn Fight on Monday. 


TOKIO, May 3.—A supplemental report 
was received here to-day from Gen. Kuroki. 
It is dated to-day and says: 

*“ Yesterday the enemy offered a stubborn 
resistance against our pursuit, adding about 
300 to our casualties. 

“The enemy stood with resolution until 
their artillery, consisting of two batteries, 
lost the majority of its men and horses. 
They then broke the breeches and closing 
apparatus of their guns and hoisted the 
white flag. 

“ According to a captured Russian officer, 
Major Gen. Kashtalinsky, commander of 
the Third East Siberian Rifle Brigade; the 
Colonels of the Eleventh and Twelfth Rifle 
Regiments, and the commander of the Rifle 
Artillery Battalion were killed in the fight- 
ing at Hamatan. 

“Tt seems that the enemy was entirely 
routed by our attack, because since yester- 
day many have come in and surrendered. 
Our prisoners include thirty officers, twenty 
of whom are wounded, and 300 men, 100 of 
whom are wounded. 

“A preliminary report from the Chief 
Surgeon of the First Japanese Army shows 
that we had 798 men killed and wounded. 
These casualties are divided as follows: The 
Imperial Guards, 132; Second Division, 350; 
Third Division, 316.”’

In the fighting on Sunday all the Russian 
guns posted to oppose the crossing of the 
river were put out of action before the ac- 
tual crossing took place. For two hours, 
from 7 until 9 o’clock in the morning, con- 
tinuous fighting went on, the Japanese 
steadily pressing forward and the Russians 
falling back before the weight of men and 
guns opposed to them. 

The Japanese infantry, with brilliant 
dash, ¢aptured the fortified heights north- 
west of Kiulen-Cheng, and the pressure 
was kept up until the afternoon, a portion 
of the Russian forces being driven toward 
An-tung. There was furious fighting the 
entire distance. 

At An-tung the Russians found that in 
addition to the force confronting them they 
were threatened by strong detachments 
on either flank. Their retreat then became 
so hurried that there was no time to re- 
place the artillery horses shot down by the 
Japanese sharpshooters, and twenty guns, 
together with a large quantity of ammuni- 
tion and rifles and a number of officers 
and men, were captured,

SMOKELESS POWDER A 
PERIL 10 THE NAYY 


Admiral Barker Says {ts Properties 
Are Not Fully Understood. 


QUICK-FIRING LIMIT REACHED 


High Praise for the Missouri’s Officers 
and Men by Court of Inquiry 
Into Turret Disaster. 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—By order of Mr. 
Darling, Acting Secretary of the Navy, the 
full findings and opinion of the court of 
inquiry which investigated the accident of 
April 13 on Hoard the battleship Missouri 
were made public at the Navy Department 
to-day with the announcement that action 
by the department was postponed pending 
careful consideration of the findings by 
Rear Admiral George A. Converse, Chief of 
the Bureau of Ordnance, who will make 
a full report on them. 

The court finds: 

That the cause of the actident was the 
unexpected ignition of the two sections of 
the charge of smokeless powder, then in 
the gun, by what is’ termed throughout the 
proceedings a “ flareback,’”’ a flame result- 
ing from the ignition, in some manner not 
yet known, of residual gases attendant upon 
the combustion of the smokeless powder 
now in use. 

That the accident was in no respect due 
to fault or negligence on the part of any of 
the officers or members of the crew of said 
vessel], 

The court further finds that while every 
officer and man did his whole duty and in 
circumstances probably the most ‘trying 
that can come to men afloat, the following 
named officer and men are worthy of par- 
ticular mention under the head of extra- 
ordinary heroism: Acting Gunner R. E. 
Cox, H. Monssen, chief gunner’s mate, and 
C, 8. Schepke, gunner’s mate, first class. 

The following are judged deserving of 
especial commendation: Capt. W. 8. Cowles, 
Lieut. Commander J. M. Orchard, Lieut. 
Cleland Davis, Lieut. W. P. Scott, Lieut. 
Ralph Earle, Lieut. A. W. Marshall, En- 
sign E. C. Hammer of the United States 
steamship Cleveland, Midshipman A. C. 
Caffe, M. Higgins, chief boatswain’s mate; 
G. Crofton, chief machinist; H. E. Eliott, 
master at arms, second class, (died from 
the effects of the poisonous gases inhaled 
in the work of rescue;) C. Brewster, gun 
captain, first class; C. Helm, seaman; 8. C. 
Burgess, ship’s fitter, first class; W. Gib- 
bons, coxswain; B. Johnson, gunner’s mate, 
first class; J. M. McDade, ordinary seamdn, 
and W. 8. Wells, ordinary seaman. 

In the opinion of the court no further 
proceedings are necessary. 

Rear Admiral Barker, Commander in Chief 
of the North Atlantic fleet, in his review 
ef the findings, declares that the navy has 
a smokeless powder “the properties of 
which have not been fully understood either 
by those using it on board our ships or by 
those who make and issue it for service.” 

“Rapid firing,’’ he continues, “has 
brought to light some of these hitherto un- 
known or dimly perceived properties, but 
an exhaustive investigation in laboratory 
and in experimental firing on shore is still 
needed. 

**Until the present record target practice 
was held, it was believed to be safe to fire 
to leeward, though somewhat dangerous to 
fire to windward, on account of so-called 
‘ flarebacks’ or ‘ back flames.’ It has now 


been demonstrated that it is dangerous to 
fire rapidly to leeward as well as to wind- 
ward. 


A REPULSE FOR TOGO. 


Japanese Losses in Another Attempt to 
Bottle Port Arthur. 

ST. PETERSBURG, May 3.—Vice Ad- 

miral Togo made another desperate attempt 


to block the entrance of Port Arthur last 
night, but failed. The Russians sank eight 
fireships and, it is reported, two Japanese 
torpedo boats. The channel) fs still clear. 

High Admiral Grand Duke Alexis has re- 
ceived the following official telegram, dated 
to-day, from Viceroy Alexieff: 

“I respectfully report to your Imperial 
Highness that a fresh attack was made by 
the enemy last night with the object of ob- 
structing the entrance to the port, and that 
it was successfully repelled. 

**At 1 o’clock this morning five torpedo 
boats were perceived near the coast from 
the eastern batteries; Under the fire of our 
warships and the batteries they retreated 
southward. 

‘‘ At 1:45 o’clock the first fireship, escort- 
ed by several torpedo boats, was sighted, 
and we opened fire upon it from the bat- 
teries and the warships. Three-quarters of 
an hour afterward our searchlights re- 
vealed a number of fireships making for the 
entrance of the harbor from the east and 
southeast. The coast defense vessels Ot- 
vashni and Gremieshchi and the gunboat 
Giliak repulsed each by a well directed fire. 

* Altogether eight ships were sunk by our 
vigorous cannonade, by Whitehead tor- 
pedoes launched from our torpedo boats, 
and by the explosion of several submarine 
mines. : 

“Further, according to the reports of the 
officers commanding the batteries and the 
gunboat Giliak, two Japanese torpedo boats 
were destroyed. 

“ After 4 o’clock A. M. the batteries and 
warships ceased fire, subsequently firing 
only at intervals on the enemy’s torpedo 
boats, which were visible on the horizon. 

“All the fireships earried quick-firing 
guns, with which they maintained a con- 
stant fire. 

“Up to the present thirty men, including 
two mortally wounded officers, who took 
refuge on a launch or were rescued from 
the fireships by us, have been ‘picked up. 
The inspection of the roadstead and the 
work of saving the enemy’s men were hin- 
dered by the heavy sea running. We suf- 
fere no casualties, with the exception of a 
seaman belonging to the torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Boevol. 

“On the appearance of the first fireship, 
accompanied by the enemy’s torpedo boats, 
I boarded a launch and proceeded to the 
Otvashni to take immediate measures for 
repulsing the fireships. With me were 
Lieut. Gen. Zalinski and Capt. Eberhardt of 
the Naval General Staff. Liewt. Gen. Stoessel 
was on the fortifications at the same time, 
and Gen. Loschinsky, chief of the de- 
fense force of the forts, was on board the 


Gillak.”’ 

The official reports does not specify the 
exact spot where the Japanese steamers 
were sunk, but it is plain that the attempt 
to cork the entrance of Port Arthur has 
again failed. 

PORT ARTHUR, May 3.—The crews of 
the Japanese fireships which were sunk 
this morning while attempting to block the 
channel tried to save themselves by boats 
in which they = out to sea. A majority 
of them were killed by the Russian machine 
guns and rifles, Some of the survivors 
were picked up. 

At daybreak a number of Japanese were 
geen clinging to the masts and funnels of 
the sunken vessels, and these were rescued 
by the Russians. Thirteen of the wounded 
Japanese have since died. The Russians 
supplied the survivors with food and cloth- 
ing, and the wounded were taken to the 
hospital ship Mongolia. 

During the morning ten of the enemy's 
torpedo boats remained in the offing, and 
were fired on at long range. 

At 9:30 o’clock it was aled that there 
was a Japanese fleet in the yicinity, and 
that two of the enemy’s launches had been

His agents provocateurs 
are at work in various circles of society, 
and persons who show a tendency active- 
ly to oppase the present régime are in 
constant Ganger-of arrest and banish-, 
ment. . 

Fear of what the Minister of the Inte- 
rior may do, added to the anxiety caused 
by the war, creates in St. Petersburg an 
atmosphere of nervous excitement. 

Political prisoners are now being sent 
in large numbers to the northern prov- 
inces, particularly Voldgda and Arkhan- 
gelsk, as it is considered inadvisable for 
the present to add to the number of ¢x- 
iles in Siberia. 


COSSACK ADVANCE IN KOREA. 


Natives Repairing Roads to Fagilitate 
the Russian Movements. 
SEOUL, April 30.—The activity of the 
Russians in northeast Korea continues. 

Five hundred Cossacks are reported to 
Nave advanced to Kil-ju, a town on the 
coast about 170 miles north of Gen-san, and 
a second party, numbering 240 men, is 
twenty miles behind the first. 

It is said that the Koreans are repairing 
roads to facilitate the movements of the 
Russians. 


LONDON, May 4.—According to The 
Standard’s St. Petersburg correspondent, 
Gen. Kuropatkin is recalling all the troops 
from the neighborhood of Gen-san. He is, 
the correspondent says, opposed to fight- 
ing many minor actions, and intends to 
withdraw all outlying Russian forces. 


RUSSIAN MERCHANTS GLOOMY. 


Business Being Ruined by War—Optim- 
ism of Army Men Not Shared.

MOSCOW, May 8.—Commercial circles 
remain depressed in spite of the optim- 
ism of the military element and the 
press. The head of a commercial concern 
of high standing in one of the largest 
Russian trading centres has just given 
expression to what I believe is the feeling 
of not a few of his class in Russia. He 
said: 

“T fail to see that this war is worth the 
candle to Russia. We are told that all 
will be over except the signing of peace 
at any time after September or October 
of this year. The manner in which the 
military experts propose to bring all this 
about is not quite clear. There is less 
explanation than optimistic infatuation, ’ 
of the kind which prevailed among the 
predecessors of these experts on the 
opening of the Russo-Turkish war. 

“ Some of us are old enough to remem- 
ber that campaign and what Russia 
gained by it. 

“Vice Admiral Skrydloff, we are told, 
will work wonders with what remains of 
the brand-new fleet which cost us 80 
much. How he is. to achieve more than 
Admiral Makaroff with less at his dis- 
posal passes comprehension. 

“Men like myself, whose business is 
either already ruined or on the road to 
liquidation, ask whether Manchuria is 
worth it all. There is not even the excuse 
that Manchuria is a potential South Af- 
rica.” 

The gentleman in question has been for 
over thirty years the director of one of 
the largest Russian import and export 
hcuses trading with Hastern Asia. He is 
now winding up his affairs, and his re- 
tirement from the field of Russian com- 
merce means increased difficulty to at 
least a dozen minor trading houses and 
loss of employment to scores of officials 
and men, many of whom have served him 
and his predecessors thirty and even 
forty years, 


FRENCH INTEREST IN THE WAR. 


Discussion from Technical Rather 
Than Sentimental Point of View.

MORGAN TO PAY PANAMA MONEY 


His Company Appointed Fiscal Agents 
of the United States. 


PARIS, May 3.—Having wound up the 
details of the big financial transaction con- 
nected with the Panama transfer, J. Pier- 
pont Morgan left Paris at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon for Aix-les-Bains, Before his 
departure he gave the main points of the 
final agreement, as follows: 

The Panama Canal Company wished to 
have the money turned over in Paris in- 
stead of in the United States, and was will- 
ing to pay all the expenses incident to the 
payment here. In order to accomplish this 
the United States has appointed the Mor- 
gan Company fiscal agents for the purpose 
of the payment, the Morgan Company in 
turn to make a contract with the Panama 
Company whereby the $40,000,000 will be 
paid in Paris. This contract specifies the 
Banque de France as depository and also 
the proportion of the payments going to the 
old and the new Panama company, re- 
spectively. 

The signing of this contract closes the 
transaction, it only remaining for the Mor- 
gan .Company to carry it out by making 
payments from time to time to the Banque 
de France. This will be done so as to 
cause no disarrangement of the American 
or French money markets. The report 
that a syndicate of Paris bankers is in-, 
terested is incorrect.

“What do you regard as the chief cause-

When 
the matter was submitted to me, I had 
plenty of money. Robert Grau was a cus- 
tomer of mine, and I saw a chance to help 
him.

He was much surprised when told 
that Mr. Bradbury of the Milwaukee con- 
cern said the stock had been repurchased, 
but had not been returned. This state- 
ment,-he added, would be answered prop- 
erly in court. He would not say whether 
the Hedden-Rodee Company occupied the 
same relative position to his firm as did 
Hawley and others tH) the brokerage firm 
of Daniel Sully. 

He explained the statement of his 
peeve manager, Mr. Nostrand, that 
books d not been kept in the Brooklyn 
branch, by saying that all the bookkeep- 
ing was done at the main office. He was 
under the impression that what was known 
ag the “ loose-leaved ledger’’ was used in 
the bookkeeping work, but was not quite 
sure.

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GOVERNMENT MAY WORK 
WITH THE RED CROSS 


Plan to Reorganize the Society and 
End Disputes. 


CENTRAL GOVERNING BODY 


Annual Report to Congress and Auditing 
Account by Treasury Department 
Also Proposed—investigation 

Meeting Clash. 


\ 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—A plan for the 
general reorganization of the Red Cross 
to-day was submitted by Senator. Proctor 
to representatives of the parties to the con- 
treversy in that organization which, if ac- 
cepted, will reconcile the differences that 
now exist in the organization and will put 
it on a permanent basis ‘of effectiveness. 
The plan was drawn by ex-Secretary Foster 
at Senator Proctor’s request, and contem- 
plates the co-operation of the National Gov- 
ernment in the work of the organization. 

The presentation of the plan was made at 
& private conference held in Senator Proc- 
tor’s committee room at the Capitol, at- 
tended by Senator’ Proctor and Gen. Ains- 
worth of the investigating committee and 
by Lawyers Hopkins and Stebbins, repre- 
senting Miss Barton and the Red Cross or- 
ganization, and Gen. Wilson and Lawyer 
Robinson, representing the element known 
as the remonstrants, which complains of 
the conduct of the affairs of the society. 

The plan contemplates the issuanceof a 
new charter by Congress, which shall vest 
the control of the affairs of the organiza- 
tion in a central governing body of eighteen 
persons, Of these six are to be appointed 
by the President, who also is to designate 
the presiding officer. For the present the 
remaining twelve members are to be chosen 
by the General Association, the understana- 
ing being that both elements are to be rep- 
resented. There is, however, a provision for 
subsidiary State organizations, which, after 
they are organized, are to be allowed to 
name sixiof the twelve members. There is 
a requirement for an annual report to Con- 
gress, and also for a yearly auditing ac- 
count by the Treasury Department. 

It is undérstood that Miss Barton has 
been made familiar with the movement for 
reconciliation, and confidence is expressed 
that she will place no obstacle in the way. 
There had been a suggestion that she be 
made President of the proposed new or- 
ganization, but all agreed that this neces- 
sarily would be a matter for future adjust- 
ment, 

Preceding the conference a meeting was 
held for the especial purpose of affording 
Miss Barton's friends an opportunity to 
refute the testimony of John H. Morlan, 
an ex-agent of the Red Cross, who, it was 
brought out, had given testimony at a for- 
mer meeting tending to show that about 
$12,000 of the funds of the society intended 
to be used for Russian famine sufferers 
and for the victims of the Johnstown dis- 
aster had been diverted to other use, but 
instead ‘of taking that course the meet- 
ing was devoted to a controversy over the 
recall of Mr. Morlan, 

There was a clash between counsel in 


which Mr. Robinson, acting for the re- 
monstrants, accused Louis Stebbins of 
Chicago of counsel for the society of in- 
defensible conduct in seeking an interview 
with Mr, Morlan after his former appear- 
ance before the committee, with a view to 
having him give gdditional testimony. Mr. 
Robinson said that such a course as this 
toward a witness before the courts would 
subject him to rebuke by the court. 

Mr. Stebbins voplies that he had found 
on going to Miss rton’s house last Friday 
that Mr. Morlan had been in written com- 
munication with Miss Barton's private sec- 
retary, Mrs. Mary A. Hines, and had in- 
fermed her in a letter that he had not 
fren all the information in his possession.

New Residences Assessed.

NEWPORT, R. I., May 3.—The Tax As- 
sessors of Newport have completed their 
assessment for 1904. Their valuation is as 
follows: Real estate, $35,158,900; personal 
property, $7,866,000; total, $43,024,900. The 
increase over 1908 is as follows: Real, 
$490;700; personal,"/$501,900; total, $992,600. 
The increase in--personal property is 
largely due to a few items, including a 
tax of $250,000 on the estate of the late 
Samuel Thomas of New York. Edward R. 
Thomas, who has purchased the Ellis place, 
is also taxed $50,000 on personal property, 
The personal property of Robert Goelet 
and Robert W. Goelet, on which a tax is 
assessed here, is increased to $150,000. 

The increase ,in real estate tax is due 
largely to the new residences which George 
Gordon King, Francis K. Sturgis, and E. C.

CONFERS NEW FRANCHISES 


Mr. Odell, It Is Believed in Albany; Will 
Sign Measure and Place Responsi- 
bility on Mayor McClellan. 


{ 
Special to The New York Times. | 
ALBANY, May 38.—For five hours to-day | 
Gov. Odell listened to arguments for and | 
against the Remsen East River Gas 7 
Nothing the Governor said at the hearing 
gave any indication of how the arguments 
impressed him. 

The impression here is that the Governor 
will sign the bill, reiterating his belief in 
home rule and putting the whole responsi- 
bility for the measure up to Mayor Mc- 
Clellan. 

Those who appeared in opposition to the 
measure were Edward B. Whitney and 
Charles Sprague Smith, representing the 
People’s Institute; Henry W. Goodrich, rep- 


resenting the City Club; Julius Henry 


Cohen, the Citizens’ Union; Robert Van 
Iderstine, the Brooklyn opposition; H. D. 
Dumont and Edward S. Brownson, Jr., the 
Merchants’ Association, and James C. Con- 
Way and August Wiggins, the Real Estate 
Men’s Association. 

Mr. Whitney said that there could be no 
doubt of the fact that new franchises were 
conferred by the bill. It had been said be- 
fore the Mayor that the object of the bill 
Was to remedy a defect in the company’s 
charter caused by the failure of its at- 
torney to file some thirty years ago the 
assignment of a franchise granted by the 
Tweed Legislature to the Empire Gas .Com- 
pany. 

“In the first place,” said Mr. Whitney, 
“the Empire Gas Company charter was 
a fraud on the people, and of extremely 
doubtful constitutionality. Under the jaw, 
as it stood at that time, no corporation 
could exist for more than fifty years. 
Thirty-three years of the life of the old 
Empire Gas Company have passed away, 
and its successor, the East River Gas Com- 
pany, has but seventeen years of life. 
What is now sought is to give it perpetual 
life and extend its power. 

“One of the threats under which Mayor 
McClellan was led to sign the bill was that 
if the gas company did not get a perpetual 
franchise the gas tanks would not be re- 
moved from Manhattan. As a matter of 
fact, the gas company had made arrange- 
ments to remove the tanks as speedily as 
practicable to Astoria on account of the 
increased value of the land in Manhattan. 

‘But the main objection which we urge 
against a furthef grant of power to the 
gas company is that it has not exercised 
the power which it already has in a way 
to commend it to the people of the City of 
New York, or entitle it to further favors,” 

Mr. Goodrich, representing the City Club, 
said that the sentiment of the club was 
unanimously opposed to the measure. 

Mr. Cohen quoted from a decision ren- 
dered’ by Judge Parker in the case of Ghee 
vs. The Northern Union Gas Company, in 
which opinion Judge Parker strongly up- 
held the municipal home rule principle 
in the matter of the granting of gas fran- 
chises. Gov. Qdell seemed interested in 
this citation, and asked Mr. Cohen to re- 

eat where it was to be found. Said Mr. 
sohen: 

“If your Excellency wants any informa- 
tion as to what this company has done to 
deserve the favor which it is requesting 
you might find it in the general protest 
of the consumers of gas in Greater New 
York against the extortion which has beén 
visited upon them by this corpvration.”’ 

Robert Van Iderstine, Deputy Superin- 
tendent of Water, Gas, and Electricity for 
Brooklyn under the Low. administration, 
said that he was convinced that there was 
no actual gas or electric competition in 
New York, but’ that all of the companies 
were under the control of the Consolidated 
Gas Company. The Remsen bill, he said, 
was to furnish the basis for an acknowl- 
edged merger. 

He asserted that the gas company ought 
not to have any favor at the hands of the 
Legislature, because it had been treating 
both the city and private consumers in an 
outrageous manner. 

Mr. Dumont said that if the Remsen bill 
were signed by the Governor the gas com- 
pany could practice extortion on the city 
and its citizens with a high hand, and 
there would be absolutely no redress. 

Charles Sprague Smith of the People’s 
Institute said there was absolute unanimity 
On the -part of the masses in New York 
against the Remsen bill. 

“On the evening that the news that 
Mayor McClellan had signed the bill was 
pubiished,”’ said Mr. Smith, ‘I attended a 
meeting of workingmen at Cooper Union. 
A murmur of indignation ran through the 
audience when I informed them of the 
Mayor's. action, and they would have 
panes resolutions censuring the Mayor if 
ti had not dissuaded them from such ac- 
ion."’ 

The principal argument for the gas com- 
pany was made by John A. Garver. ‘The 
Mayor's disapproval is final, and it was 
the intention that his approval should be 
final also unless it could be shown that the 
measure was scandalous,”’ said Mr. Garver. 

Gov. Odell called attention to the fact 
that the Legislature could override the 
disapproval of the Mayor, and Mr. Garver 


will hereafter cost $2. Chauffeurs also 
must be r tered with a like fee.

fund. 


MAYOR SAVES THE CORONERS. 


Vetoes Bill Abolishing the Office—Ap- 
proves City Court Measure. 


Mayor McClellan announced yesterday 
that he had returned to the Governor with 
his approval the bill increasing the num- 
ber of City Court Justices from seven to 
twelve, and in other ways enlarging the 
working force of the court. At the same 
time he returned with veto messages the 
bill abolishing the office of Coroner, the bill 
providing for a civil service pension and re- 
tirement fund, the bill permitting the Board 
of Estimate to allow claims of Queens and 
Richmond volunteer firemen for service 
after consolidation, the bill allowing the 
Sheriff of New York County certain ex- 
penses after retiring from office, and the 
bill allowing pensions to the dependent fam- 
ilies of firemen dying from injuries received 
while performing their duties, no matter 
when the injuries were received. 

In refusing to accept the Coroners’ bill 
the Mayor says that the most contradictory 
opinions have been expressed concerning it. 
Although appreciating. some of the sugges- 
tions contained in the medsure, the Mayor 
disapproves it as a whole. 

The Mayor in vetoing the Queens and 
Richmond Borough Firemen’s bill calls it 
an unjustifiable raid on the City Treasury. 
In regard to the Sheriff's bill, which would 
allow $5,000 a year for three years after re- 
tiring from office for legal expenses, the 
Mayor declares he can see no reason for 
the measyre. As to the bill enlarging the 
scope of the Firemen’s Pension Fund, the 
Mayor says it would result in indefinite 
obligations. As to the Civil Service Pension 
and Retirement Fund bill, the Mayor says it 
is opposed to the spirit of our institutions 
to allow pensions except in special cases. 
He says the city’s employes are, as a rule, 
better paid than persons occupying similar 
positions in other walks of life. 


TENEMENT LAW CHANGED. 


Gov. Odell Signs Bill Aimed at Unsani- 
tary Factories. 


ALBANY, May 3.—The most important 
labor law passed by the last Legislature 
has been signed by Gov. Odell. It amends 
the labor law, transferring from the Fac- 
tory Inspector. to the Commissioner of La- 
bor jurisdiction over tenement-house fac- 
tories. It provides that no license for such 
factories may be issued while there exists 
in the tenement in question any communi- 
cable disease, or any violation of the local 
health ordinances indicating any unsani- 
tary condition. 

The Commissioner may require any filthy 
or unsanitary condition to be abated, and 
if the place habitually offends in this re- 
spect he may “cause to be affixed to the 
entrance door of such apartment a placard 
calling attention to such facts and prohibit- 
ing the manufacture, alteration, repair, or 
finishing of said articles therein.” 

It is made the duty of jany person con- 
tracting for tenement-hovlse manufacture, 
before giving out the work or material, to 
ascertain whether the place is properly li- 
censed. 

The Commissioner of Labor must inspect 
tenements at least semi-annually, and local 
health authorities are required to co-op- 
erate. The act takes effect Oct. 1 


WOMAN CHOKED; MAN STABBED. 


Koenig Attempted Suicide After an Al- 
leged Murder. 


Adolph Koenig, who, when he works, is 
a cab driver, is a prisoner in Roosevelt 
Hospital, where he is charged *with homi- 
cide and attempt at suicide. Early yes- 
terday morning he aroused the other’ ten- 
ants of the flat building 319 West Fortieth 
Street, by cries for help. He was found 
lying on the floor wounded just under the 
heart; where he had stabbed himself with 
a butcher’s knife. On a bed was the body 
of a woman whom the other tenants had 
believed to he his wife, 

The woman’s throat was discolored by 
finger marks. Coroner’s Physician Hig- 
gins said that she died of strangulation. 
When he was asked if she could possibly 
have committed suicide, he replied, posi- 
tively: ‘‘ No; she was strangled by some 
other person.” 

Max Kaufman called at the police sta- 
tion later and identified the body as that 
of his wife Mary, who, he said, had de- 
serted him and their children two mcnths 
ago.

RAPID TRANSIT BILL SIGNED. 


The $50,000,000 Bond Limit Removed— 
New Automobile Law. 


ALBANY, May 3.—Gov. Odell to-day 
signed the two rapid transit bills affecting 
New York City only. One of them removes 
the fifty-million-dollar limitation upon sub- 
way bond issues and substitutes therefor 
such amount as may be prescribed by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 

The other bill authorizes bridges and via- 
ducts to connect the subway with surface 
lines, and regulates the provisions for nec- 
essary supports for buildings above the 
subway. 

The Governor also signed the three bills 
supplanting the automobile law of last 
year. Present holders of certificates must 
return them, with one dollar, to the Secre- 
tary of State, for the issue of a new certifi- 
@ate with the old number. First registry

Moran Drinks Carbolic Acid at the La- 
fayette Baths. 


Policeman James Moran of the Eldridge 
Street Station committed suicide yesterday 
at the Lafayette Baths, 18 Lafayette Place, 
by drinking carbolic acid. Moran, who had 
not been on duty since last Saturdav. when 
he drew his month’s pay and then reported

The Two Little Sailor Boys at the 
Academy of Music, are something new in 
the way of English melodrama, and are 
adding hugely to the gayety of Fourteenth 
Street, to say nothing of their even more 
welcome contributions to its moral uplift- 
ing and its tears. 

In private life they are Miss Leonie 
Darmon and Miss: Mildred Morris, and the 
veracious préss agent asSures us that they 
are aged fifteen and sixteen. On the stage 
they are the essence of budding manhood, 
full of noble sentiment and passionate, self- 
sacrifice. They clap each other heartily on 
the shoulder, with Old Chap! Dear Fellow! 
and Meh Boy! They choke with unuttered 
comradeship, and wring each other by the 
hand with mute, manly tears. Nothing 
more utterly and innately virile ever strode 
the stage in trousers. 

Tom, who is lean, emaciated, and a bru- 
mette, has lost his father, as it is re- 
ported,.in the South African war, and has 
been turned over by his mother, Lola Grey, 
who is the lady villainess of the piece, to 
Jim Foster, a burglar, to be brought up as 
@ crook. Cyril, who is plump and a blond, 
is the stepson of Lola Grey, and the young 
hopeful of a household that Foster and 
Tom are burglarizing. The two boys meet. 
Cyril gives Tom a glass of milk, and under 
the influence of this symbol of melodra- 
matic morality, Tom resolves to break loose 
_ from the life of crime to which he is being 
educated, 

The vlot thickens, however, beyond even 
the power of milk to' dilute. Tom is brought 
face to face with the lady villainess, Lola, 
and discovers that she is his mother. In 
fact, he discovers that she is his 
Mother! It cannot have escaped public 
attention how eager people on the stage 
are for relatives. Tom's devotion to Lola 
knows no bounds, which only shows that 
in melodrama relatives are thicker than 
milk. 

Lola, as it happens, is a very determined 
villainess. In order to live down a multi- 
plex past, she has married an old Admiral. 
When Tom cries Mother! she snarls, 
cruelly disowns him, and casts him off. But 
‘nothing can quench Tom's passion for rela- 
tives. Even though Lola becomes.an accom- 
plice in the robbery of Cyril's father’s 
house, he sticks to her, and, bribed by the 
guerdon of his first maternal kiss, purloins 
fgr her the stolen papers that hold the 
seeret of her multiplex past. 

His reward for this is that she again 
casts him off, this time over the coping of 
‘ brifige, and into a tankful of a troubled, 
(Splashing, and very wet river. Cyril is on 
hand,’ and even as Lola escapes, he plunges 
after Tom. As the curtain soars again and 
again amid ear-splitting whistles and yells 
‘from the house, Cyril lands Tom, drenched 
and dripping. Not unnaturally this episode 
further waters the milk. It is not that he 


loves Cyril less, but relatives more. When 
Cyril in the next scene confronts Lola with 
her crime, calling on Tom as a witness, 
Tom casts his eyes up at the descending

manly bosom shields his mother from jus- 
tice.

Post Office Steps In When Company 
Asks for 88 Cents Packing Charges. 


The Post Office- Department yesterday 
put into effect a fraud order against the 
Eastern Trade Company of 79 Fourth Ave- 
nue, between Tenth and Eleventh Streets, 
which sells ‘‘ any kind of merchandise.’”’ In 


consequence of the department’s action, the 
Postmaster here is holding somé 5,000 let- 
ters addressed to the company, each of 
which is supposed to contain 88 cents for 
packing charges on a “premium” de- 
scribed as follows in the circular: 

You answered a premium offer some time 
ago, and we have just completed the list of 
the fortunate ones who may receive presents, 
and are now ready to ship them. Your name 
is on the list, and this notice is sent so that 
you may claim the present. 

The premium which will be given to you free 
is a very beautiful silver fruit dish, gold lined, 
and guaranteed quadruple silverplate. 

Post Office Inspector Sutton explained 
that the books and the fruit dish were in 


; no sense either premiums or presents, and 


that the circular was merely a means of 
selling for 88 cents articles which had cost 
the company exactly 30 cents. 

“It is quite true,” said a representative 
of the company later, “that the articles 
cost us only 30 cents, but this low cost is 
entirely due to the enormous quanties we 
have bought, -

ties is wholly unwarranted, and I don’t

SUNDAY BASEBALL HERE 


New Yorks Likely to Play at the 
Polo Grounds. 


JUSTICE GAYNOR’S DECISION 


Police Commissioner McAdoo Will 
Make No More Arrests, but Sabbath 


Union Will Cause Trouble. 


Justice Gaynor’s remarks in the Supreme 
Court, Brooklyn, when the National Lague 
baseball players who were arrested at 
Washington Park for playing on Sunday in 
violation of the law were brought before 
him on awrit of habeas corpus, have imbued 
the “rooters”’ on this side of the East 
River with the idea that the game will 
soon be played at the Polo Grounds on the 
first day of the week. While Justice Gay-’ 
nor has reserved his decision in the case, 
it is believed that when announced it will 
be favorable to: the cause of Sunday base- 
ball. 

When John T. Brush, president of the 
New York National League Baseball Club, 
Was asked a short time ago whether the 
New Yorks would play Sunday games at 
the Polo Grounds, he said that it was a 
question left entirely with the people and 
the courts. If the people demanded Sun- 
day ball and the courts were of the opinion 
that it was not in violation of the law, he 
thought it quite likely that his team would 
play championship games in this city. Mr. 
Brush was at Boston with the New Yorks 
yesterday, but a couple of his closest 
friends said that there was hardly any 
doubt that he would not interpret Justice 
Gaynor’s remarks as meaning that baseball 
could be played at the Polo Grounds on 
Sunday. 

Police Commissioner McAdoo said Yes- 
terday that, according to Justice Gaynor’s 
way of thinking, he did arrogate to himself 
the province of making the law. The Com- 
missioner further said that there would 
be no further interference on the part of 
the police, unless complaints are made by 
persons who claim to be annoyed by the 
playing of the game. This was what Jus- 
tice Gaynor said had not been done.in the 
ease of the arrested men at Washington 
Park. 

In spite of Justice Gaynor’s ruling, Sec- 
retary Stanley of the American Sabbath 
Union declared yesterday that the fight 
against Sunday baseball would be con- 
tinued, It is the intention of the New York 
Sabbath Committee, he said, to have ar- 
rested Sunday baseball players and take the 
case to the highest court in the State if 
necessary. 


YESTERDAY’S BASEBALL GAMES 


New York Nationals Outplayed at Bos- 
ton and Fail to Score. 


The Boston National League Club won 
its second game from the New York team 
yesterday,-the latter being unable to make 
a run. 

Brooklyn-took another game from Phila- 
deiphia, which gives that club a good hold 
on second place. The most surprising re- 
sult was the contest between the, Chicago 
and Pittsburg teams at Chicago.

DEAD HEAT FOR STAKES 


Jacquin Won the Run-Off After a 
Tie with Lady Amelia. 


TWO FAVORITES WERE FIRST 


Mary Glenn, from the West, and at Long 
Odds, Led All the Way and 
Won at Jamaica. 


Caught on the post in the very last jump, 
Lady Amelia just failed to win the Will- 
famsburg Handicap at the Jamaica track 
yesterday by sharing honors with Jacquin 
fn the first dead heat of the season, and 
then in the run-off was beaten in pro- 
mounced style by the colt, to whom she at- 
temptea to concede eleven pounds under 
the scale. The race was the distinct feature 
of the afternoon’s programme, and served 
to excite the crowd of about 8,000 specta- 
tors as no contest of the meeting has suc- 
ceeded in doing. 

Ridden by H. Phillips, Lady Amelia 
had the full confidence of the Thomas sta- 

- ble and ran for.a big stable commission, 
while both Orthodox and Jacquin also were 
backed by their owners and started second 
and third choices. Lady Amelia shot to 
the front when the start was made, and 
from fourth place at the lifting of the bar- 
rier was in front one jump past the start- 
ing post, and from that point carried her 
field at a dizzy pace through the back 
stretch and around the last turn, where 
she was galloping in front a half a dozen 
Jengths to the good, while Tim Payne and 
Jacquin were being hard ridden after her. 
On the straight, however, the filly began 
to tire and shorten her stride, but lasted in 
front until almost on the post, where Jac- 
guin coming with a resolute rush got up 
and made a dead heat, Tim Payne finishing 
third, three parts of a length back. 

Immediately that the “O” signifying a 
decision that a dead heat had been run was 
displayed, D. C, Johnson, owner of Jac- 
quin, met E. R. Thomas, owner of Lady 
Amelia, at the side of the Stewards’ stand, 
and to Mr. Thomas’s proposition that the 
race be divided entered a positive refusal. 
Mr. Thomas and his partner and trained, 
‘Alexander shields, reluctantly agreed to a 
run-off. 

The surprise of the day came in the third 
race, when Mary Glenn, a Western four- 
year-old, ridden by a tiny boy named Wood, 
led from the first jump to the last and won 
easily after having been backed from an 
opening pricé of 100 to 1 down to 80 to 1 at 
post time.

THE GORONA STAKES | 


THE RING’S NARROW ESCAPE. 


Dead Heat at Jamaica Track Causes 
Confusion Among Bettérs. 


Racegoers were “up in the air’’ after 
the dead heat for the stake race at Ja- 
maica yesterday, and even seasoned veter- 
ans had to confess ignoramce of what might 
happen when immediately following the de- 
cision of a dead heat between Lady Amelia 
and Jacquin, the red board, which signi- 
fies *‘ weights correct’ and an official de- 
cision of a race, was hoisted under the 
numbers of the dead-heaters and the third 
horse. 

Going back to old rules, many horsemen 
argued that there could be no official de- 
cision of a race until all the placing was 
settled, which would require an agreement 
to divide first money between the owners 
of Lady Amelia and Jacquin, or a run-off, 
to settle the status of the horses. In the 
face of this the “ all right’ was announced 
in the betting ring by the paid messenger 
of the ring, as. soon as he saw the red 
board go up, which to many of the’ old- 
time bookmakers implied that the stakes 
had been divided and that the bets must 
take the same decision, the wagers and 
odds against being added together and the 
total split in payment of bets. It was only 
a lucky chance that hurried the ring’s mes- 
senger baek to the stand, and thence back 
to the ring with the announcement that the 
dead heat must be run off or else there 
would have been conflicts that would have 
lasted through the season. As it was, 
many layers took chances and paid off 
third bets on Tim Payne, who might in the 
end have been entitled.to second place 
had there been a foul in the run-off, while 
bets on the horses in the dead heat were 


withheld, 
The ring was deluged with Jacquin 


money when the betting opened on the 
run-off, though the long elapse since there 
had been a similar case left bettors in 


doubt whether the run-off would be called 
immediately or after the last une, as was 
the old rule.’ It added to the perplexity of 
bettors that E. R. 
Amelia, was in doubt until the last mo- 
ment as to the advisability of having H. 
Phillips ride his filly in the final heat. The 
doubt was known in the ring early, but Mr. 
Thomas did not make up his mind until 
just before the horses went to the post 
when he approached the Stewards with a 
request for a change of riders. It was too 
late then, and the Stewards so informed 
the young turfman, who accepted the rul- 
ing with the best grace possible, and let 
his large wagers go with Phillips to ride 


for them.

COTTON.—The cotton market yesterday was 
particularly narrow. Fluctuations in the old 
crop months worked within a 10-point range, and 
the new crop positions fluctuated within a 5- 
point limit, while total transactions for the day 
did not exceed, according to estimates, 250,000 
bales. It was a day of crop reports, no less 
than three being made public. One leading trade 
authority issued a statement showing an increase 
in acreage of about 10 per cent.; another made 
the increase in acreage about 8 per cent., and 
both reports indicated a fairly favorable ‘start 
for the crop in spite of the generally delayed 
germination as a result of low temperatures. 
The third report, that issued by the Weather 
Bureau at midday, reflecting the unfavorable 
conditions of the last two weeks, was bullish, 
and, to make a large acreage effective as a mar- 
ket influence, it must be accompanied by favor- 
able weather. The market opened steady at a 
decline of 2@6 points. Afterward the loss was 
increased to a matter of 4@13 points, but at this 
level covering by recent sellers set in, and the 
market rallied in an irregular way to about the 
closing figures of the previous ‘day. The close 
was steady at nearly the best point of the day, 
with the late months showing relative firmness.

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A WHOLESOME SITUATION. 

For the first time in eight years there 
is a prospect that the American people 
can go into a Presidential campaign on 
an issue as to which honest and patriotic 
and intelligent citizens can fairly differ. 
We do not, of course, mean to assert 
that there were not many such citizens 
who voted for Mr. Bryan in 1896 and 
again in larger numbers in 1900. But in 
both years the Democratic Party was 
hopelessly divided, because there were 
multitudes of its own members who 
thought its victory would be a peril to 
the credit of the Government and a men- 
ace to the very basis of common well- 
being. The issue was not one of National 
policy, but of fundamental principle, in 
the presence of which ordinary differ- 
ences of opinion assumed to a great num- 
ber of Democrats a form of practical 
treason to inherent and lasting obliga- 

tions. 

The situation in the last two cam- 
paigns was analogous to that which has 
existed in France since the overthrow of 
the Second Empire. There the issue has 
been, or has generally been believed to 
be, the very life of the republic, so that 
those who knew what a return to the 
monarchical or imperial régime meant, 
and those who had offered many sacri- 
fices on the altar of political freedom, 
felt themselyes bound to resist any 
change, even though they heartily con- 
demned much that was done by the Re- 
publican Party. Had they felt that they 
could vote en the question of the reform 
of the Administration, on a modification 
of its policy, on a better republic than 
they actually had, many of them might 
have been in active opposition. But it 
was not an issue of a better or a worse 
republic; it was an issue of the actual 
republic or none at all. It is needless to 
say that this was not a wholesome situa- 
tion, It was prolific in abuses. It tended 
powerfully to free the party in power 
from the sense of real responsibility. It 
put a premium on hypocrisy and made 
hollow and cunning professions as prof- 
itable, or nearly as profitable, as faith- 
ful and unselfish service in public ca- 
reers. Happily there as here the issues 
are now less intimately connected with 
essential principles and admit of more 
rational division of sentiment and opin- 
jon. 

We have suffered, and severely, from 
the security which the party in power 
has felt and must continue to feel so 
long as Bryanism is the alternative to its 
retention. The Republican Party has 
never been more narrow, reactionary, 
selfish, and oppressive in its measures 
than in these last eight years, and it has 
been only as the restoration of sanity in 
the opposition has seemed more probable 
that it has tried to placate the sober pub- 
lic opinion that it has so habitually cf- 
fended. As that restoration becomes 
more certain the effect will be the more 
obvious and salutary. The Republican 
leaders are recognizing that they have no 
permanent hold on the Democrats who 
between 1892 and 1896 turned defeat i:to 
triumph for the Republicans. In propor- 
tion as these Democrats are sure of a 
candidate, a platform, and a party organ- 
ization that they can trust and respect, 
the danger to Republican supremacy is 
seen to be more imminent and real. Sen- 
sible men of either party may be pro- 
foundly thankful that this is true. It is 
an immense gain to have a competition 
in decency and efficiency iristead of a 
campaign in which one party was so 
hopelessly wrong that the other could 
win even if it were only a little better. 
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THE FIGHTING ON THE YALU. 

The elaborate statement put forth by 
the Russian General Staff naturally has 
for its object to minimize the Japanese 
victory upon the Yalu. According to this 
Statement the Japanese forces engaged 
numbered 100,000. This seems to be quite 
absurd, in view of the official report of 
Gen. Kuroki. which names the troops, 
all comprised within his own command, 
the First Army Corps, Only two divis- 
ions, the Twelfth and the Guards, appear 
to have been actively engaged. Opposed 
to them, according to the Japanese com- 
mander, was one entire Russian division, 
two regiments of another, and a cavalry 
brigade. According to this, the numbers 
cannot have been very unequal. Consid- 
ering that the Japanese were attacking 
and the Russians defending, on ground 
of their own choosing, the combat may 
be said to have been, at most, on even 
terms, The Japanese had one great ad- 
vantage in the superior range and calibre 
of their artillery, and another, not less 
efficient, in their command of the sea. 
Their left flank was completely covered 
by their gunboats in the river and the 


estuary, and the usefulness of these ed- { ate average by means which deprive the 


juncts was as completely vindicated as 
it was at the end of the seven days’ 
fighting in 1862, when Gen. McCLELLAN 
is reported to have said that “ There 
should be a gunboat in every family.” 

The Russian contention is that it was 
never the Russian intention to stake the 
Russian chances on a battle at the Yalu, 
but that the Russian retreat was prede- 
termined, although planned to be so con- 
ducted’ as to impede and harass to the 
utmost the advance of the enemy without 
delivering an actual pitched battle. 

This is all very well, and is in fact ex- 
tremely probable. But from any point 
of view the fighting was much more than 
an “affair.” It was, if not a “ battle,” 
at least a serious “engagement.” And 
the Russian contention ¢hat the result of 
it was foreseen is entirely negatived by 
the fact that the Russians lost some thir- 
ty guns. It is quite in vain for them to 
tell mankind that they meant to iose 
those guns, 

“Drawing the Japanese on” may be to 
Gen. KUROPATKIN’s interest. But, as the 
military critic of The London Times has 
mentioned, the Russian strategists may 
properly conclude that things perfectly 
obvious to them are equally obvious to 
their antagonists, and that the Japanese 
will Gecline to be drawn on any further 
than they see their way clear to drawing 
back again. As things stand they are in 
cemplete and undisputed control of the 
main bone of contention, namely, Korea. 
When Gen. KuropaTxkin, with his rein- 
forcements, advances to drive them out 
of the peninsula, he will find them so 
intrenched and established as to bid de- 
fiance to a far larger force than their 
own, 

The most serious immediate result of 
this fighting is likely to be the impres- 
sion that it is so well adapted to pro- 
duce throughout Asia that the Japanese 
are superior to the Russians and will de- 
feat them in the end. This impression 
the Russian General Staff admits to be 
ratural by the very pains it takes in the 
effort to dispel it. The effort will fail. 
The belief will spread. The spread of it 
throughout the three millions of Man- 
churia alone will be equivalent to a rein- 
forcement of the Japanese army by many 
thousand men. Russia has ruled the 
province through the provincial belief in 
Russian invincibility. When this belief 
is broken the Manchurian rising will be 
apt to amount at least to a constant 
threat against the slender line of Russian 
communication, a threat which will neu- 
tralize the strength of many thousands 
of Russians who might otherwise be 
spared for the front. 

Should the report of the occupation of 
Niu-Chwang by the Japanese prove true 
they will not only be in a position to 
threaten the railroad to Port Arthur, but 
also seriously to threaten the rear of 
Gen. KuROPATKIN, who is reported to be 
moving reinforcements from Liao-Yang 
along the Peking road to the army driven 
back from the Yalu. 


MR. CLEVELAND IN 1894. 

The account which ex-President CLEVE- 
LAND gave at Princeton on Monday of the 
events connected with the riots in Chi- 
cago and throughout the West in 1894 
was simple, businesslike, and very inter- 
esting. Reviewed after ten years, his 
own conduct with that of the Cabinet is 
fully justified, and their interpretation 
of their authority as well as their obli- 
gation under the Constitution and the 
laws has stood the test of time. 

It is difficult even for those who then 
were close observers and critics of these 
events now to realize the scope and the 
threatening nature of the forces at work 
as well as the ‘intense excitement that 
prevailed in all classes throughout the 
Union. It is much easier, in reading Mr. 
CLEVELAND’s measured account of the 
matter to understand how adequate was 
the provision of law to meet this crisis 
than it was at that period to see the 
facts and act on them promptly, vigor- 
ously, and with perfect intelligence. That 
is what Mr. CLEVELAND did, and it was a 
striking instance of the kind of public 
service he rendered on more than. one 
occasion. He was the sort of President 
the American people liked, and would, did 
circumstances admit, like again. 


THE JOY OF WORK. 

The “derisive laughter” with which 
President E.LiotT expects his reference to 
the joy of work well and skillfully per- 
formed will be received by those imbued 
with the ideas implanted by the trades 
union propaganda goes not disconcert 
him in the least. Those who thus laugh 
will not know what they are laughing at, 
and if their mirth recalls the reference of 
Scripture to the crackling of thorns un- 
der a pot it will be because the illustra- 
tion is fitting and appropriate. The dis- 
content and restlessness of labor is due 
largely and perhaps chiefly to the Zact 
that so many wage earners know not the 
pride and satisfaction which a true me- 
chanic feels in work which reflects his 
skill, judgment, and manly honesty of 
purpose to render society a full equiva- 
lent for the service he expects from it. 

There is reason to fear that such senti- 
ments as President Exviot gives expres- 
sion to in his discussion of industrial 
problems are unintelligible to the average 
workman. They are certain to be wholly 
so to the man who regards all labor as 
bond service, to be held within the least 
limits of tolerable restriction, to the end | 
that the unit of output per unit of labor 
cost shall be as small as possible and 
“capital” be taxed with the cost of two 
men’s time for the accomplishment of 
one man’s work. 

That high wages do not mean increased 
happiness in every instance will also 
seem to those who measure the welfare of 
labor by the wage scale as the quintes- 
sence of academic foolishness. But it is 
nothing of the sort. "Wages may possibly 
be advanced to a high and disproportion- 


individual of all liberty, which close to 
him every avenue of self-improvement, 
make his employment precarious, and 
render it necessary that he subjugate 
himself to the most degrading tyranny. 
Sam Parks was able to boast that he nad 
raised the wages of the housesmiths, 
Very likely he did, but the man whe 
found satisfaction in the net results of 
Pakkxks’s efforts to benefit his fellow- 
workmen must be lacking in self-re- 
spect. It made him a partner in crimes 
which cause brigandage to appear re- 
spectable—if for no other reason than 
that it requires some measure of phys- 
ical courage, which strikes and black- 
mail do not. When President ExioT 
holds before the unions as conditions 
which make for happiness such abstrac- 
tions as liberty, the hope of improving 
one’s lot, stability of employment, and 
good-will, he may well expect to be 
laughed at. He said: 

The love of freedom is so ingrained in 
modern civilized society that the abridg- 
ment of personal freedom is everywhere 
recognized as an obstacle to the winning of 
either private or public happiness. The 
surrender of personal freedom to an asso- 
ciation is. almost ag great an obstacle to 
happiness as its loss to a despot or to a 
ruling class, especially if membership in 
the association is compelled and the asso- 
ciation touches the livelihood. Secondly, 
the hope of improving one’s lot is indis- 
pensable, This is a hope which the modern 
State and the modern Church have encour- 
aged the free peoples to cherish. Thirdly, 
stability is indispensable. Civilization de- 
pends on the abandonment of nomad life 
and the permanent settlement of families 
where they can live in security and with 
trustworthy means of livelihood and of 
education. Fourthly, good-will is indispens- 
able. There can be no such thing as public 
happiness in a community where the dif- 
ferent elements of the State are in a chronic 
state of warfare or of mutual distrust. 

This is all very well from the professo- 
rial point of view; but has not the great 
JOHN MITCHELL said: 


The average wage earner has made up 
his mind that he must remain a wage 
earner. He has given up the hope of a 
kingdom to come where he himself will 
be a capitalist, and he asks that the re- 
ward of his work be given him as a work- 
man— 
and does not the great JoHN MITCHELL 
know more about the hopes and aspira- 
tions of the wage earner than an amiable 
theorist? President Extor’s thoughts are 
veritable pearls, but they are cast where 
pearls are probably no better appreciat- 
ed than were those of the parable. 


CANNON’S STORY. 

The Senate Committee on Privileges 
and Elections has the word of Anaus M. 
CANNON for it that he is a liar. This is u 
novelty in the Mormon testimony in 
Smoot’s case. Nothing has been more re- 
markable than the frankness with which 
Mormon lawbreakers have avowed be- 
fore the committee their lawbreaking, 
although they must perfectly have 
known the effect which their confessions 
would have, not only upon the minds of 
the committee, but upon the public opin- 
ion of the United States. Evidently that 
was not the opinion of which they went 
in fear. The only opinion they cared 
about was that of their own neighbors 
and coreligionists, and this, it was evi- 
dent, would be conciliated by a frank 
avowal of their malefactions, even 
though such an avowal lessened the 
chance of getting a representative of the 
Church of the Latter Day Saints into the 
Senate of the United States, ostensibly 
as a Senator from the State of Utah. 

The lie that young CANNON now says 
he told was that he had seen the present 
President of the Mormon Church officiate 
at a polygamous marriage since the rro- 
mulgation of the Woodruff manifesto by 
which the Church promised to refrain 
from authorizing such marriages in fut- 
ure. This story CANNON admits that he 
told in Salt Lake City. Being brought on 
to Washington to repeat it, he fell in 
with Smoot and with the counsel of the 
Mormon ‘Church, and, after consultation 
with them, went before the committee 
and denied not that he had told the story, 
but that it was true. He reiterates, how- 
ever, his belief that it was true, betrays 
a strong personal animosity to the Mor- 
mon President, or boss, founded, as he 
says, upon the partiality of that official 
in giving out apostleships and other 
“good things.” Of course, his héarsay 
testimony about the polygamous mar- 
riage is of no legal value, and no pro- 
ceedings can be based upon it. But his 
story will strengthen the impression left 
by previous witnesses that the Mormons 
are a very unsavory lot and that it would 
be a National disgrace to have a repre- 
sentative of them in the United States 
Senate. Doubtless there are those who 
will prefer to believe the story he told in 
Salt Lake to the story he told in Wash- 
ington. They are entitled to take their 
choice, even though the Senate Commit- 
tee is concluded by the story told before 
it under oath,

THE PROTEST OF WESTOUCKANUSKY 

“The newness of it all ’’—the all in this 
instance meaning American civilization— 
is very strikingly illustrated by a con- 
flict between the State Board of Health 
of Massachusetts and the Assonompsett 
tribe of Indians, living along the shores 
of a chain of ponds bearing the tribal 
name which are the sources of water sup- 
ply for Taunton and other cities and 
towns of Southeastern Massachusetts. 

Inthe interest of the public health it 
has been necessary to lay certain re- 
strictions upon the use of the tribal 
lands. To strengthen its position the 
State board applied to the General Court 
i. e., Legislature—for the passage of an 
act which should enable them to better 
protect the watersheds of the State from 
pollution, and at a hearing in the State 
House the opposition was most pictur- 
esquely represented by Princess Wes- 
TOUCKANUSKY, hereditary sovereign of 
the Assonompsett Nation, or what re- 
mains of it. The Princess protested 
against any interference with the use and 


occupation of a tract of 500 acres of land 


which had been “in her family” since 


the time when TrsPEqQuIn, son-in-law of 


the great MassasoitT, granted it to them 
by royal patent or its equivalent, about 
4600. These lands, which in one way or 
another support the Princess and the 
rest of the tribe, are farmed after a fash- 
ion, furnish pasture for her one horse 
and three cows, and on a microscopic 
seale afford a hunting range for such of 
the braves as are inclined to the chase 
and are content with “such small deer” 
as remain thereon. That her aboriginal 
instincts have been modified and differ- 
entiated by an environment of civiliza- 
tiqgn is shown by the fact that she has 
built a row of frame wigwams, known as 
cottages, along the lake shore, which she 
leases to Summer boarders, besides main- 
taining a fleet of camoes of the flat-bot- 
tomed variety which she graciously loans 
for a consideration to fishermen. She 
naturally resents the setting up of arti- 
ficial standards by the intrusive pale 
faces, whose coming to Massachusetts is 
an incident of yesterday compared with 
possession founded on a chain of title 
dating back to Massasort, and through 
him to a period so remote that, so far es 
America is concerned, it is prehistoric, 
That any body as modern as a State 
Board of Health should assert the right 
to regulate the use of land along the 
Shores of Great and Little Quittacas, 
Pocksha, and other ponds of the Asso- 
nompsett chain, for no better reason, 
forsooth, than that Taunton, New Bed- 
ford, and certain other mushroom vil- 
lages desire clean and wholesome water, 
or to forbid boating and fishing thereon 
for any reason whatever, is a suggestion 
s0 monstrous that it is not surprising 
MASSASOIT, incarnate in WerEsToucKa- 
NuSsKY, should rebuke the impertinence in 
the limpid eloquence with which Coorrr 
has made us familiar. Hence her pro- 
test. 


The interest of the episode is in the 
fact that it brings our past and our pres- 
ent so close together. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Not much terror is likely to be excit- 
ed in the minds of the officials of the 
American Society far the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals by what was done at 
Monday night’s meeting of its enemies, 
After all the preliminary talk, only about 
forty of them assembled to ventilate griev- 
ances and formulate plans of campaign, 
and, though some of the speeches made 
were vehement enough, they seemed to be 
marked more by the scold’s acrimony than 
the serious accuser’s cold statement of in- 
criminating facts, and there was a good 
deal of impracticability in the various sug- 
gestions for future action. About all the 
meeting showed was what everybody has 
long known—that dissatisfaction with the 
society’s methods and results exists in the 
minds of a considerable number of people. 
That feeling, whether it is justified by the 
facts or not, has its importance, for, though 
the inability of the society’s President and 
other officials to please everybody only 
proves that they are. mortals like the rest 
of us, their failure to attain a somewhat 
closer approximation to general approval 
does at least indicate that they are lacking 
in tact, a quality of the greatest value to 
men in their position and absolutely essen- 
tial to success. We notice that the people 
at the meeting were all for establishing an- 
other society with a new name. Few of 
them seemed to realize how strongly the 
existing institution is intrenched, or the ex- 
tent of its monopolistic powers under the 
laws. Indeed, a cynic might suspect, from 
reading the reports of the speeches, that 
the ideas of the “outs’’ were just about 
the same as those of the “ins,” and that 
the gravest offense of the latter is that 
they, and not the former, are working the 
big and expensive machine. For our own 
part, we would have been better content it 
at least a few of the society’s critics had 
raised the question whether there is a real 
need for private corporations to execute 
this or that law, or even to see that this or 
that law is executed. That these bodies 
have done much good cannot be doubted, 
but all too often they have tended to irre- 
sponsibility and tyranny, and even at their 
best their effect on the regular representa- 
tives of the law is not good, since it re- 
lieves those representatives of a part of 
their natural duties and gives them an ex- 
cuse for ignoring abuses which they alone 
are likely to see. The ordinary citizen sub- 
mits, properly enough, much more patient- 
ly to the admonition or the interference of 
a policeman than to that of a “society of- 
ficer,’’ and in most cases can more easily 
get redress from the policeman’s oppres- 
sion or mistakes of judgment. The 8. P. C, 
A. is only one of a dozen organizations 
formed with the best of intentions, and 
conducted with disinterested industry—ex- 
cept, perhaps, as regards the love of power 
—which yet are the objects of a widespread 
dislike or fear by no means confined to the 
members of the criminal classes. The “ so- 
ciety officer ’’ may still be a necessity, but 
the necessity is one to be regretted, and to 
increase the number of such officers is not 
the way to remove it. 


—oOne does not have to be a rabid up- 
holder of the Puritan Sunday to find him- 
self at least half in antagonism with Jus- 
tice Gaynor's fierce defense of Sunday 
ball playing from the “ meddling” of the 
police. Indeed, it is a peculiarity of the 
estimable, if not particularly amiable, Jus- 
tice to rasp the sensibilities even of the 
people whose views on any given subject 
he is trying to express, and by his argu- 
ments in support of those views to inspire 
a re-examination of them from mere de- 
sire to disagree with him. Take, for ex- 
ample, his eloquent plea in behalf of the 
young men who are shut up in shops or 
factories all the week and seek th® green 
and sunny fields on Sunday for a hreath 
of fresh air, only to have their inuocent 
toyings with a ball treated as a crime by 
an intolerant and despotic constabulary. 
That is all very pretty, but it is decidedly 
irrelevant to the question whether the base- 
ball business, unlike innumerable other 
businesses, not a bit less strictly and ex- 
clusively commercial, should be followed 
seven days a week instead of six. The 
spectators at the Sunday games do get 
fresh air, and sunshine when it isn't 
cloudy, but they would get just as mych 
of both at any other kind of an outdoor 
show, and it is not a desire for healthful 
exercise during their few hours of leisure 
that nails them to the wooden benches. 
The paid players get all the exercise, while 
the managers, who are not philanthropists, 
keep their eyes on the main chance all the 
time, and their hands on it as often and 
long as circumstances permit. To arrest 
boys playing in a field reasonably renwote 
from people whom their outcries would 
annoy is one thing, to stop the Sunday toil 
of professional ball teams is quite an- 
other—not by arly means as necessarily 
worse as it is different, but still differ- 
ent. And the difference ought to be kept 
in mind, particularly by Justices with 


inclined to agree if they will only let us, 


—A Long Island reader of ours has 
taken the trouble to clip from THE Times 
an innocent tale we found in a Philadelphia 
paper, and to send it back to us, bearing 
on the margin the interesting statement 
that “This joke appeared in Hostetter’s 
Almanac thirty-five years ago.”” We are 
not prepared to deny the truth of this as- 
sertion. To us “ Hostetter’s Almanac” is 
little more than a name, but we faintly re- 
member having seen or been told that its 
contents included an occasional joke, and 
for all we know it contained in 1869 the 
story of the Irishman who said that the 
“JI. O. O. F.” on a building meant “ 100 
feet,” and referred to the height of the 
structure. But what of it? While we do 
not assent to the contention that there are 
only six jokes in all, and that humanity 
has been working them over and combining 
them ever since the days of the cave men, 
yet they are certainly not numerous, and 
absolute novelties are extremely rare. Were 
we to decide to print none except those in 
the very prime of infancy there would be 
two results—one, that somebody would 
prove that we had made a mistake every 
time, or almost, and that the selection of 
two or three jokes a. year would leave us 
no leisure for anything else. So we must 
continue to take them as they come, reject- 
ing those that we remember ourselves, and 
considering merit more than age. Fortu- 
nately or unfortunately the old jokes are 
usually good, while the newness of those 
that seem new is usually their chief merit.

TWO MOTORMEN CALLED FOR. 


Danger on the Elevated Roads Should 
the Man at the Lever Fall Dead. 


To tho Editor of The New York Times: 

Since an engineer recently dropped dead 
on post on a Broadway Ferry boat the 
newspapers are a unit in demanding two 
men at the lever in the engine room of all 
ferryboats. 

A danger of a similar character to the 
one above imperils the passengers every 
day, and night on the elevated electric lines 
operated by the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company. Should the motorman of one 
of the trains be stricken with death, or 
vertigo, or any sudden illness while en duty, 
the lives of the passengers on his train 
woulé be placed in instant danger, espe- 
cially on the rounding of a curve, where 
the speed is always reduced to prevent the 
toppling of the train into the street. 

Public security demands that vigorous 
steps should be taken to compel the Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit Company to have two 
men in the motor cab of each electric ele- 
vated train. The lives of Brooklynites de- 
serve far more consideration than the pock- 
ets of the bondholders of the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit. Travelers have rights 
which must be respected, enforced, and 
maintained.

LANDLORDS AND BURGLARS. 


Responsibility of the Former for Losses 
Occasioned by the Latter. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

To-day’s Times is unusually interesting 
and instructive in many respects. The let- 
ter on the editorial page signed “ Tenant” 
ought to arrest the attention of landlords 
as well as tenants. 

While dcing service as a prison doctor I 
was told by a noted bank robber there was 
not a lock in existence that he could not 
manage to break or open. What was true 
more than a quarter of a century ago is 
true to-day regarding “ professional bank 
and house breakers.’’ Every well-informed 
landlord and tenant knows this, and the 
law, ‘‘ body” and all, takes cognizance of 
this fact. Locks, and even hall boys when 
present, are not proof against the art of 
thieves who have made up their minds to 
loot any .particular bank or apartment, 
Now, why should the landiord be expected 
to guard the tenant against what cannot 
be possibly avoided? 

In his or her threat to sue the landlord 
for losses resulting from the artful opera- 
tions of “ professional experts,” ‘' Tenant" 
naively neglects to differentiate between 
implied and expressed obligations. On 
these matters ‘“‘ Tenant” can readily in- 
form himself or herself, quite without any 
difficulty, by looking into Simonton’s 
“ Handbook of Practical Law.” No land- 
lord will expressly promise to insure the 
tenant against losses by robbery, whether 
the house be a common tenement, a preten- 
tious flat, or a “royal” family apartment 
hotel, and implied obligations sensibly ig- 
nore human impossibilities. 

Your correspondent “Tenant” has as- 
sumed an arbitrary attitude, and like Queen 
Marie Antoinette, he or she is right willing 
to claim the benefits of the impossible. 
But the impossible makes for failure in 
business, and iandlords do not invest their 
capital to honestly promise the impossible 
and fail.

HAND-TO-MOUTH LEGISLATION. 


December 10th, 1891. 

Dear Mr. Skilton: If the Americans can 
be induced to give up, even in a measure, 
that hand-to-mouth legislation by which 
nations throughout all past times have been 
led to stumble out of one disastrous course 
into another—if they can be induced to 
guide their legislation by knowledge of 
those laws of social development which the 
rules of nations have thus far absolutely 
ignored, they will do something to be re- 
corded through all future times. 

I am not sanguine that much can be 
done. The question is essentially one of 
character, ang character can be but slow- 
ly changed along with change of social 
conditions, Nevertheless, it is well worth 
while to do all that may be done, knowing 
that efforts made in the right direction will 
have beneficial results, though they may 
not be the results hoped for. 

Hence I gladly encourage you and those 
with whom you are about to co-operate in 
introducing evolutionary ideas into politics. 


“HUXLEY AS A BACKSLIDER.” 


June 29th, 1893. 

Dear Mr. Skilton: * * * I am glad 
to hear that you think of taking up Hux- 
ley’s “‘ Evolution and Ethics” with a view 
to dealing with his paradoxical and utterly 
absurd notions contained in it. Any article 
or essay on the matter might very properly 
be entitled “ Professor Huxley's Surren- 
der,” or “Professor Huxley as a Back- 
slider,”’ for practically his view is a sur- 
render of the general doctrine of evolution 
in so far as its higher applications are con- 
cerned, and is pervaded by the ridiculous 
assumption that in its application to the 
organic world it is Mmited to the struggie 
for existence among individuals under its 
ferocious aspects and has nothing to do 
with the development of social organiza- 
tion or the modifications of the human 
mind that take place in the course of that 
organization. I have not the pamphlet by 
me, having lent it; but the position he 
takes, that we have to struggle against 
or correct the cosmic process, involves the 
assumption that there exists something in 
us which is not a product of the cosmic 
process, and is practically a going back to 
the old theological notions which put man 
and nature in antithesis. Any rational, 
comprehensive view of evolution involves 
that in the course of social evolution the 
human mind is disciplined into that form 
which itself puts a check upon that part 
of the cosmic process which consists in the 
unqualified struggle for existence. 

If my health would allow me I should 
very much like to take up the matter my- 
self, but I must not entangle myself in 
more controversies nowadays, and [{must] 
strive to finish a little more of what I 
have undertaken. I should, however, very 
much like some one else to take the matter 
up and publish the reply, not only in Ameri- 
ca, but here. 

P. 8.—The essential point of the reply 
might take the form of the question: If 
that in us which ig to oppose and correct 
the cosmic process is not itself a product 
of the cosmic process, whence does it 
come? 


FATAL TRAIT IN AMERICAN AFPAIRS, 


February 2d, 1895. 

Dear Mr, Skilton: * * * In one respect 
you have misread my books, or misunder- 
stood an essential thing contained in them. 
You believe that the course of things in 
society is to be changed by teaching. I do 
not believe any such thing. ._Everywhere I 
have contended, and I contend still, that 
feelings, not ideas, determine social results 
—that everything depends, not upon intel- 
lect, but upon character; and character is 
not to be changed in a day or in a genera- 
tion. 

When I was leaving America in '82 I was 
unawares interviewed on board the vessel 
just before jwe started. The interviewer 
asked me What I thought of the triumph 
over the “bosses” which had just been 
achieved, I expressed my belief that it was 
only a flash in the pan, and that the old 
state of things would after a time return. 
It has, as you know, returned. The recent 
disclosures have shown that the condition 
of things in New York had again become as 
bad as it was. 

A true theory of social progress is: not 
@ cause of movement, but is simply oil 
to the movement—serves simply to remove 
friction. The force producing the move- 
ment is the aggregate of men's instincts 
and sentiments, and these are not to be 
changed by a theory. 

You think that I have got some message 
and that utterance of it might stave off 
impending evils. I have but one message— 
Be honest; regard the equitable claims of 
others while maintaining your own. The 
disregard of all save personal interests is 
the underlying cause of your present state 
and of impending disasters. As I said 
years ago, apropos of American affairs, a 
fatal trait in your society is the admira- 
tion for smart men, and I believe I said 
or implied that a people among whom there 
ic an admiration for smart men will come 
to grief. If you think that a healthier ideal 
can be established in American society by 
teaching, I entirely disagree with you. 
Under your present condition men could 
not be got to listen. Even if they listened 
they would not be convinced. And even if 
they were convinced, their conduct would 
not be appreciably affected. When men are 
under the influence of pronounced feelings 
no amount of reason changes their be- 
havior. 


DENIES HE WAS A MATERIALIST, 


May 4th, 1891. 

Dear Dr. Janes: In old times persecut- 
ing priesthoods were content if the so-called 
heretic would recant and say he agreed 
with them—whether he did at heart accept 
the belief was a matter of indifference, so 
long as he outwardly conformed and pro- 
fessed the belief, These tactics have in our 
days been inverted. Defenders of the estab- 
lished creed, no longer able now to produce 
apparent agreement by force, exaggerate 
as much as they can the disagreement, so 
as to make their antagonists hateful. Per- 
sistently ascribing to them views they do 
not hold, they thus furnish themselves 
with weapons of offense, and they find 
the weapons.-so convenient and effective 
that no proof that they are false weapons 
will make them desist from using them. 

I have had to rebut the charge of ma- 
terialism times too numerous to mention, 
and I have now given the matter up. It is 
impossible to give more emphatic denial 
or assign more conclusive proof than I 
have repeatedly done, as you know. My 
antagonists must continue to vilify me as 
they please—I cannot prevent them. Prac. 
tically they say: ‘It is convenient to us 
to call you a materialist, and you shall be 
a materialist, whether you like it or not.” 

In my earlier days I constantly made the 
foolish supposition that conclusive proofs 
would change beliefs, but experience has 
long since dissipated my faith in men’s ra- 
tionality,

The Times Brings Suit Against Mrs 
Hearst, The American, and The 
Evening Journal. 


Papers were served yesterday in an action 
for libel brought by THe Times against 
William R. Hearst and his newspapers, be- 
cause of the publication in The American 
and The Evening Journal of April 7 of an 
article which, it is charged, was intended 
to injure the reputation and business of 
Tu» Times, The article in question was of 
a nature to create in the minds of those 
who should be its readers the belief that 
THE TimBs is owned and controlled by Mr, 
August Belmont, and that its editorial in- 
fluence has been and is employed to serve 
the private, personal, and political interests 
of Mr. Belmont. 

On the day this article was published, 
April 7, the attorneys for THE Times ad- 
dressed a letter to Mr. William R. Hearst’ 
demanding that his newspapers publish a 
retraction. Mr. Hearst was assured that 
Mr. Belmont has no financial interest in 
THe TIMES or in any of its concerns or 
properties, and that its course and its policy 
are in no way subject to his control. He 
was informed that it was the evident inten- 
tion of the writer of the article in question 
to do injury to the business and standing 
of Tum TIMEs by creating the impression 
that its editorial policy is directed and con- 
trolled by others than those actively en- 
gaged in writing and publishing the paper. 

No attention having been paid to this 
demand, THE TIMEs instructed its counsel 
to prepare a complaint in an action for 
libel against The Star Company, William 
Randolph Hearst, and Arthur Brisbane: 
against The Star Company as the corpora- 
tion publishing The American, and against 
Arthur Brisbane, as editor of The Jour- 
nal. Asimilar action wasibroughtagainst The 
Evening Journal and against The Chicago 
American, both of which republished: the 
article of April 7. In addition .to these 
suits brought by THe Times Company, com- 
plaints were prepared in actions brought 
by Mr. Adolph 8S. Ochs personally against 
the same defendants. The article upon! 
which this action is based was set forth in 
full in the complaints, which also contained 
the following averments: 

Fourth—That the plaintiff through its 
officers and editors has diligently labored 
to publish and maintain and has published 
and maintained the newspaper known as 
THE NEw York Times free from all outside 
influence, except such influence as may be 
honorably and properly exerted by any, 
reputable member of the community actu- 
ated by gdod motives and regard for the 
public welfare, well knowing that the pros- 
perity of the business of this plaintiff, ita’ 
standing and the confidence with which it 
is regarded in the community were and 
are dependent upon the establishment of 
its‘ reputation as a newspaper unselfishly, 
devoted to the public interests and welfare. . 

Fifth—That one August Belmont, referred 
to in the libelous article hereinafter set 
forth, does not own any of the capital stock 
of this plaintiff, and has no voice or con- 
trol whatsoever in its management or in 
its affairs, nor in the affairs of any of its 
auxiliary associations, and said August | 
Belinont does not in any way control or 
direct the policy or management of said 
THe New YorK Timms; nor is the said 
newspaper or its management, nor is 
Adolph S. Ochs, referred to in said article, 
and who owns in his own right more than 
a majority of the capital stock of this 
plaintiff, and who directs the editorial and 
business policy of said THe New Yorxw 
TIMES, under any financial or other*obli- 
gations to said August Belmont.

WANT TO BE LION TAMERS. 


Service Applicants’ Views on 


Wild Animals. 


Some of the men who applied for the po- 
sition of keeper in the Bronx Zoological 
Gardens made some queer answers yester- 
day to the questions put to them in the 
civil service examination. One said he had 
been employed as an undertaker’s assistant 
for ten years, and was not afraid of any- 
thing. In answer to one question he wrote: 
“Some animals, such as goats, digest news- 
papers and tin cans.” In answer to an- 
other question he wrote: ‘‘ Carnivorous ani- 
mals live on islands and exist by the skin 
of their teeth.” 

There were nineteen applicants examined 
for two positions vacant, Among the ap- 
plicants were old-time circus men, railroad 
conductors, printers, house painters, and 
drug clerks. The subjects in which they 
were examined included arithmetic, spelling, 
and the conduct and disposition of all man- 
ner of animals likely to come under their 
care. 

Philip Weinheimer of 1,996 Webb Avenue, 
who was coachman for an actress for ten 
years, took the examination because he be- 
lieved a man who could drive an actress 
ought to be able to drive a lion. 

One of the German applicants in describ- 
ing the habits of certain animals wrote the 
following: 

“Elephants travel in vast flocks, but 
lions flock by themselves in the mountains 
of wild Africa. The habits of tigers are to 
chase himself around his cage, while some 
shake their head from side to side. Monkeys 
are funny, but bears can hug a man to 
death afore he knows it. The wolf is noted 
for his courage, but the cat and dog is 
mentally tame.’’ 

An applicant telling what he knew about 
animals wrote: “The hoofed animals of 
North America are the descendants from 
other types.” Then he added: “ Elephants 
are found on the ice cliffs of the Siberian 


coast, and have skulls different from rab- 
bits and squirrels.”’ 

A wood carver who was anxious to be- 
come a keeper of the menagerie stated 
that his experience in carving lions and 
tigers for caroussels had ‘“‘made him fa- 
miliar with wild animals.” Another ap- 
licant stated that in his infancy he had 
allen into a dog pit where a fight was in 
progress and didn’t even cry. is father 
ad taken him to witness the dog fight.

HARRIMAN MILDLY BULLISH. 


Financier Favorably Impressed by Con- 
ditions in West and Southwest. 


E. H. Harriman, who returned on Mon- 
day from an extended trip through the 
Southwest, yesterday gave out an inter- 
view in which he spoke hopefully of condi- 
tions in that section of the country. 

“The agricultural, financial, and busi- 
ness conditions of the West and South- 
west,” he said, ‘“‘ were better than I ex- 
pected. Indeed, they were much better 
than when I was West last Fall. I found 
the people and business men much more 
confident. The general view seemed to be 
that conditions were sufficiently stable to 
warrant the belief that the country would 
get through the Presidential election with- 
out trouble. 

“So far as the crops are concerned, I be- 
lieve that they are in better shape than the 
Government report has led people to be- 
lieve. Our own experts, who examined the 
Winter wheat, which, it was alleged, had 
been killed by frost, found that very little 
damage, if any, had been done. With 
good crops there will undoubtedly be a 
boom in the West next year. The confi- 
dence of the agricultural community, 
which had been shaken by the reports of 
disaster in the financial markets, will re- 
turn, and business will become more act- 
ive. There is more confidence in the West 
in the future of the stock market than is 
generally supposed. 

“As regards the stock market, it seems 
to me that it has been a slow bear market, 
but I think it is significant that the market 
is to-day 15 points above what it was last 
Fall. That would seem to show that the 
tendency has been an upward one in spite 
of the bears. 

“The improvements on Southern Pa- 


cific,”” he said, “are not yet finished, and 
will not be until all the light rails are re- 
placed with heavy ones. Besides, much 
money will have to be spent on improve- 
ments to terminals. There are now in the 
East one or two railroads which are suf- 
fering because they did not in time provide 
for more extended terminals sufficient for 
them to handle the business that was to 
be sent over the lines. This shall never 
happen to any road of which I am Presi- 
dent.”’ 

Mr. Harriman said that the World’s Fair 
in St. Louis was a wonderful achievement. 
He was quite enthusiastic about it, but he 
said he did not think that the railroads 
would make much money by it. He denied 
the reports that there was a pool between 
the Atchison and the Southern Pacific. 


BOY DROWNS IN NORTH RIVER. 


Rolis Off a Pile of Sand Into Fifteen 
Feet of Water. 


While playing with several other boys on 
a heap of sand at the edge of the bulk- 
head between Twenty-seventh and Twenty- 
eighth Streets, on the North River, yester- 
day afternoon, William Moore, six years 
old, of 269 Ninth Avenue, rolled down the 
side of the heap and over the stringpiece 
into the river, and was drowned. 

His companions ran to Andrew McNa- 
mara, a laborer, at work near by. When 


he went to the place with the boys bubbles 
were still rising from the spot where young 
Moore had sunk. McNamara tried with a 
boat hook to reach the little lad, but the 
water is fifteen feet deep there, and his 
efforts were of no avail.

PRINCIPAL IN A RING FIGHT 


Westwood’s Police Force Helps in a 
“ Surprise" at the Royal Ar- 
canum Smoker. 


WESTWOOD, N. J., May 3,—The Rawson 
twins, Bert and Ned, who in their youthful 
days were noted on account of their various 
escapades, appeared in new roles last night, 
one as a principal in a ring fight and the 
other as the raider of the fight.

The guests 
were entertained with various kinds of 
games during the early evening, and then 
Orator Dunn appeared on the stage before 
the lowered curtain and announced that the 
principal attraction of the show was about 
to be given. 

He said that as a preliminary it would be 
necessary to obtain the services of some 
members as referee, timekeeper, and sec- 
onds, and this announcement of course 
shewed that the promised surprise was to 
be a bout with the gloves. Volunteers were

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KIRKPATRICK, JURIST 
AND JOKER, IS DEAD 


United States Distriet Judge Dies 
é' Suddenly in Newark. 


DECIDED MANY FAMOUS CASES 


Learned Judge Could Extraet Humor 
from Bond Issue Litigations—Once 
Made Lawyer Guthrie Laugh. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEWARK, N. J., May 3.—Andrew Kirk- 
patrick, Judge of the United States Dis- 
trict Court in New Jersey, died suddenly 
this afternoon at his home, 91 Lincoln 
Park. Heart disease, following attacks of 
acute indigestion, which he had suffered 
since last Fall, caused his death. 

Though Judge Kirkpatrick was known 
throughout the country as an able jurist, 
his wide reputation was due more to his 
quaint personality, perhaps, than to his 
many decisions in famous cases. Lawyers 
far and wide wondered at the informality 
of his methods in court, and never a case 
passed under his eye without his discover- 
ing somewhere in it a source of diversion. 
While disposing of the most serious tan- 
gles in finance and business, he was never 
too busy to crack a good-natured joke at 
the expense of the lawyers, most of whom 
were his friends and admirers. 

Once during the bitter litigation over the 
receivership of the Shipyard Trust an old 
woman came to the courtroom in Newark 
to see the Judge. A messenger brought in 
a little envelope she had sent. 

“ Hold on a minute, gentlemen,’’ remarked 
the court. ‘‘ Here is where the court makes 
some money.” 

It developed that the ola4voman had owed 
the Judge $25 for a long time, and she had 
come to pay it. He did not allow the $30,- 
000,000 case to proceed until he had signed 
a receipt and sent her a message of thanks, 
for she was too bashful to come inside. 

All through the shipyard hearings the 
Judge would address Attorney General Rob- 
ert H. McCarter as ‘“‘ Bob.” ‘‘ Now, Bob, 
he would say, ‘‘ don’t get excited over that. 
Let Mr. —— say a word.” 

When Samuel Untermyer, who represent- 
ed the bondholders in their efforts to prove 
Charles M. Schwab a swindler, delivered 
one of his harangues on the wickedness of 
Schwab, the Judge remarked: 

** Well, if all that is true, it does seem that 
he got into the crowd, doesn’t it?” 

Even Mr. Guthrie, who, say his friends, 
hurts himself when he laughs, smiled once 
in the Judge’s court, and the other specta- 
tors had a laugh at least once every ten 
minutes, Sometimes the court would passa 
few remarks with a score of reporters seat- 
ed on the floor near his desk for want of 
chairs in the little room. If anybody 
thought, however, that he was missing the 
arguments it was a big mistake. At the 
close he always was familiar with every 
point. 

Borh in Washington, 
1844, the son of J.. Bayard Kirkpatrick of 
the Government employ, Andrew Kirkpat- 
rick was educated at Rutgers College, and 
later at Union College, Schenectady, where 
he was graduated in 1863 in the same class 
with Garret A, Hobart. Afterward he 
received the degree of Master of Arts from 
Princeton, and in 1866 he began to practice 
law. Gov. Leon Abbett made him a Judge 
of the Essex County Court of Common 
Pleas in December, 1885, and he held thui 
position until 1896, when Grover Cleveland 
appointed him United States District Judge. 
The Judge was a grandson of Andrew 
Kirkpatrick, who was Chief Justice of the 
New Jersey Supreme Court from 1803 to 
1824.

It is 
a demonstration that not lack of buying 
power but lack of buying disposition is 
the trouble. Controller Grout, who—pos- 
sibly not with entire candor—had pre- 
dicted a better result, expressed his sat- 
isfaction with bids ruling below his cx- 
pectation. If the result is to be called 
Satisfactory we must revise our old 
standards. There is scarcely a trace cf 
speculation in a New York City bond. 
That is to say, its price is the resultant 
of the worth of money and the estimate 
of credit. Is mcney worth more than it 
used to be or is the credit of New York 
suffering along with all other securities 
of equal standing? That the credit of 
New York has suffered in any degree is 
ar. abhorrent suggestion. Yet it would be 
no especial reproach that it has suffered 
in the best company, merely failing to 
be an exception to the universal rule cf 
deterioration. If to avoid this 
conclusion it, seems necessary’ to infer 
that the daily quotations of money are 
misleading and that money is really ap- 
preciating. Whether the true explana- 
tion be either, a little of both, it re- 
mains true that with standard 3% rer 
certs at only a decimal above par all cur 
standards must be revised or both the 
siock and bond markets are out of pari: y.

FAILURES IN APRIL. 

Commercial failures in the United States 
during the month of April were 1,013 in 
number and $13,136,688 in amount of lia- 
bilities, against 750 in the corresponding 
month last year, when the amount of de- 
faulted indebtedness was $11,811,967.

Union Pacific and Steel Rival Leaders— 
Arrival of Japanese Gold Puts

In volume yesterday's stock market was 
almost identical with that of the previous 
day, but there was a marked difference in 
the chfracter of the trading.

London Checks Decline. 


Some had expected lower prices from 
London because of the unsatisfactory show- 
ing made by our stocks on Monday, but 
instead London sent over higher prices for 
nearly all the internationals, and this, com- 
bined with a moderate amount of buying 
for foreign account, helped to check the 
selling movement with which the day’s 
trading began. 


Union Pacific Shorts Driven In. 


Union Pacific was by far the most active 
stock of the session, and, though it closed 
its best, 
showed a net gain of seven-eighths of a 
point. The upward movement which, fol- 
lowed the early decline in the stock to 
834% was rapid, and was thought to have 
resulted very largely from a_ successful 
drive against the shorts in the stock. 
Coupled with the advance was a story to 
the effect that one of the young Rocke- 
fellers was a large buyer of Union Pa- 
cific, and this and other well-informed 
buying was said to have much impressed 
those who were short. One large operator 
on the floor was said to have taken in 10,- 
000 shares during the day, not wishing to 
be found short were another upward move- 
ment such as that witnessed a short time 
ago in prospect. Just as Steel in its de- 
cline had pulled down the rest of the list 
during the first hour, so Union Pacific in 
the second hour of the session helped to 
bring about a more or less general recov- 
ory. *,* 

Steel Stocks Weak. 

Twice during the session United States 
Steel was forced down largely, it was 
thought, for the effect upon the rest of the 
list. In the first hour, and again in the 
afternoon, the preferred stock was heavily 
sold, each time falling to about 55, and 
then recovering. It closed at 55%, with a 
half point net loss. One of the reports 
concerning the property was that deter- 
mined .efforts were again being made by 
the railroads to bring about a reduction in 
the price of steel Samm Dy $25 a ton. The 
same report was curreht early in the year, 
but the reduction in the pool price of rails 
failed to materialize. 1

Pennsylvania’s Bad Earnings. 

Pennsylvania was weak and strong by 
turns with the rest of the market. It was 
active, but in the final count showed prac- 
tically no change. The stock moved under 
the varying influences of the announcement 
of the regular semi-annual dividend on one 
hand and on the other of the poor showing 
made by the rgad for the month of March. 


The announcethent of the regular divi- 
dend had been fully expected, and to that 
extent it was not an important factor, but 
the statement of earnings was probably 
less generally known in advanee. One 
theory in regard to the upward movement 
in the stock after the early decline was 
that it had been oversold in anticipation of 
bad earnings, and that it was put up on the 
covering of shorts. On the subject of the 
March statement it was said by some that 
the showing of the first three months of 
the year was entirely exceptional, and that 
it therefore would be followed by similar 
needy for the following months. On the 
er hand, it was pointed out that such a 
heavy falling off was hardly a fitting se- 
quel to the large increase in dividends and 

interest recently assumed by the road.

Money at One-half of 1 Per Cent. 

For the first time in ten years call money 
loaned yesterday at one-half of 1 per cent., 
which is just half of the rate at which it 
had been loaning for some days.

given the order to loan the money at the 
market, and had they known that the rate 
would be as low.as it was they would have 
referred to leavé the money in the bank 
dle. In connection with the low rates for 
money, much interest was taken in the bid- 
ding for the city bonds sold yesterday. It 
was said that, so far as the immediate ef- 
fect of the city bond sale on the money 
market was concerned, it was not likely 
that it would change rates much.

In a decision written by Judge Hender- 
son M, Somerville, with coneurring ‘opin- 
ions by Judge Byron 8. Waite and General 
Appraiser Eugene G. Hay, the Board of 
United States General Appraisers yester- 
day declared that the ‘ favored natioin” 
clause in the treaty of July 8, 1815, with 


Great Britain does not carry with it the 


benefits for British goods of the reciprocity 
agreements with other countries. 

In this decision the board overrules 
protest by G. §. Nicholas and. others 
against the assessment of the full duty of 
$2.25 a gallon on spirituous liquors pro- 
duced in Great Britain. The importers 
asserted that under the “ favored nation” 
clause of the treaty. these liquors should 


be dutiable at $1.75 a geilon, the rate im- 
posed under the reciprocal agreements with 
rance, Italy, Germany, and Portugal. 
Judge Somerville in his opinion says that 
the claim must be viewed in two aspects; 
first, that the agreements with France, 
Germany, and other countries operate ipso 
facto to reduce the duties on British prod- 
ucts. In regard to this he says that the 
treaty of 1815 had an entirely different 
purpose from the commercial agreements 
negotiated with other countries in the last 
few years, and he holds that the United 
States has entered into no reciprocal agree- 
ment with Great Britain similar to them, 
The second view is that the treaty mi nt 
be construed to contain a stipulation tha 
no higher duties would be imposed on the 
products of Great Britain in the future 
than on similar goods from any other 
country. To this Judge Somerville says 
that it has been settled that the courts 
have no power to enforce a promise of this 
kind, and that it is competent for Congress 
to_ pass laws to supersede existing treaties, 
Judge Waite in his concurri opinion 
says that if a claim is made that the treat 
rights of Great Britain have been violated, 
the matter is entirely in the province of the 
legislative and diplomatic branches of the 
Government, and is not within: the juris- 
diction of the board.

him the shorthand notes of the inquiry. 

When the hearing was resumed yesterday 
on the bribery indictment, Mr. Platt, rep- 
resenting the defendant, asked for an ad- 
journment. - 

‘I want time to bring this man Harlan 
here,’ said the lawyer. “I want to show 
that at the time he swore he wrote that 
letter to Mr, Benson offering to make dis- 
closures for $1,000, as he testified—I want 
to show that at that very time the Federal 
officials conducting the investigation had 
a photographic copy of that letter, and 
knew that it contained no statement or 

romise of that character, and that’ when 
j arlan so testified, they knew it was per- 
ury.”’

ATTACK “HIGHER CRITICISM.” 


American Bible League Speakers Up- 
hold the Scriptures. 


“Higher criticism" of the Bible was at- 
tacked last night at the opening of the 
convention of the American Bible League 
in the Marble Collegiate Church.

Daniel S. Gregory, general Secretary, 
said that the league stood for the Bible as 
the word of God and the only authoritative 
rule of Christian faith and conduct, 

‘“‘We differ in—intellectual conclusions,”’ 
said President Patton of the Princeton The- 
ological Seminary. “‘I have no fault to 
find with the man who wants to criticise 
the Bible. I believe in it and know what 
will be the outcome. You can’t keep the 
Bible in a glass case. It is for use. In- 
spiration is taught in the Bible.” 

The Rev. Dr. Theodore BE. Schmauk of 
Lebanon, Penn., President of the Lutheran 
General Council, said that in a few thou- 
sand years it would be easy tdé prove that 
New York had never existed through in- 
ternal evidence like that used in t as- 
sault on the Bible.

IN STATE HOSPITAL 


District Attorney to Inquire About 
Wendorff’s Death. 


BODY COVERED WITH BRUISES 


Dr. Schultz, Coroners’ Physician, Says 
- “ Necessary Treatment” Caused 


Patient’s Injuries. 
‘ 


As the result of an autopsy performed 
yesterday by Coroners’ Physician Schultz 
on the body of Abraham Wendorff, who 
died Sunday at the Manhattan State Hos- 
pital, District Attorney Jerome will con- 
duct an investigation to discover who was 


\responsible for the many bruises found on 


the man’s sides, shoulders, head, and lffnbs. 
Dr. Schultz reported that the fifth, sixth, 
seventh, and eighth ribs on both sides were 
fractured, and that there were contusions 
and abrasions of the legs, arms, knees, an- 
kles, and face. 

Nothwithstanding thesé evidences of se- 
vere treatment, however, the doctor report- 
ed that no single one nor all combined 
were sufficient to cause death, which, he 
said, was due to oedema and congestion of 
the brain. ty 

Wendorff was a single man, thirty years 
old, and lived with his brother, Harris, a 


tailor, at 106 East One Hundred ahd BHighth 


Street. He was taken to Bellevue Hospital 


|! at midnight on April 10 in a St. Vincent's 


Hospital ambulance, in charge of Patrol- 
man Haggerty of the Charles Street Sta- 
tion. When he was admitted to the psycho- 
pathic ward, the physicians say, he was 
found to have sustained a number of old 
contusions. Later he was found to be suf- 
fering with paresis. On April 14 he was 


‘stransferred to the Manhattan State Hos- 


pital. While at Bellevue he was very rest- 
less, and it was necessary to restrain him 
by binding him with sheets, 

At the time of his tranfer from Bellevue 
a certificate’ was signed to show that he 
had no fractures. After the autopsy Dr.

Schultz said that the various bruises and | 


fractures were caused by the “ necessary 
xestraint ’’ customary in the case of vio- 
lent patients.. The rfbs of a paretic are ex- 
tremely brittle, and give way under even 
light -pressure. . .
